JANITOR QUINLAN WEP? BITTERLY 


He Denies That He Has Said Any- 
thing To Implicate Himeelf. 


SAYS HE DOES NOT KNOW HATCH 


“If Pat Says I Know Anything About It 
He simply Lies,” said Mre 
Quinlan. 


Chicago, July 31.—That Mrs. Quinlan, the 
wife of the janitor who is supposed to know 
80 much about the misdeeds of H. H, 
Hiolmes, made a partial confession to the 
police this morning is almost certain, al-

Was the case, 

At an early hour this morning the two 
principal investigators of the case gave the 
reporters the slip and instead of coining to 
the Central station, as is their daily custom, 
went to the Harruson street station, whee 
Mr. and Mrs. Quinlan have been coniined 
ever since they were suspected of knowing 
more than they cared to tell, taking with 
them a stenographer. They first devoted 
themselves to the man. About an hour was 
consumed in his examination and when the 
interview was over, it was noticed that the 
stenographer carried under his arm voal- 
uminous notes of the interview. 

Chief Badenoch declared that nothing had 
transpired which he could give to the pies 
without injuring the police status cf the 
case. He admitted that Quinlan wroke down 
completely and wept like a child, but denicd 
that he had said anything which wceuld 
implicate either himself or Holmes in the 
various murders which have been laid at 
their doors. He was confronted with the 
new information given by Lawyer Capps 
in regard to the identity of the man Allen 
or Hatch, now in jail at Little Rock, but 
while admitting that he knew Hatch, which 
is in itself considered very important by 
the police, he refused to acknowledge him 
either as an accomplice or a friend. 

The interview with Mrs. Quinlan, which 
followed, was sensational in the extreme 
and the polkice are very reticent about it.

Quin- 
lan today is considered important in that 
it verifies the statement that Allen was 
intimately connected with Holmes. 

That Poisoned Oil. 

Chief Badenoch said this evening that he 
believed Holmes has corrupted Quinlan, 
who was known as an honest man before 
he met Holmes. Quinlan worked for 
Holmes as a laboring man and latterly drew 
$2 a day, but he never did any labor and 
acted more as a confidential agent. This 
is the only real ground for belief that he 
knew that his employer was committing 
murder. It has been daily expected that 
Quinian would make a confession that 
would implicate both himself and wife and 
today it was believed the time had come, 
but it is now certain that whatever the 
man may have said to implicate others, 
he has not confessed to committing mur- 
der.

Co., was this afternoon nominated gover- 
nor for the democratic state convention on 
the first ballot. Senator Gorman and Il. 
Freeman Rasin\thereby scored a decisive 
victory over their opponents, the Cleveland 


democrats. 
The ticket was completed by tte\nomina- 


tion of Marion DeKalb Smith, of Kent 
county, to succeed himself as comptroller 
of the treasury, and of State Senator 
Charles C. Crethers, of Creit county, for 
attorney general. 

The surprise of the convention was the 
almost total desertion of the reassessment 
advocate, State Senator Thomas G. Hayes. 
He received but two votes on the roll 
call. 

A stormy scene is said to have taken 
place between Mr. Hayes and Senator 
Gorman jest before the convention met, 
which undoubtedly accounts for Mr. 
Hayes’s defeat. 

It is credibly stated that Mr. Hayes 
accused Senator Gorman of base deceit and 
double dealing, and ended up his tirade 
by charging the senior senator with having 
sold him out. 

Not fifty delegates were in the audi- 
torium of Harris’s Academy of Music at 
noon, the hour named for calling the con- 
vention to order. It soon became nosed 
about that the dearth of delegates was 
due to conferences at the Hotel Carrollton, 
which had not been concluded at the noon 
hour. Senator Gorman was ,reportec as 
having encountered unexpected opposition 
from the counties toward the head of the 
slate fixed up last night. Mr. Hurst’s 
krown anti-reassessment views made it 
impossible, the county leaders told Mr. 
Gorman, for him to command anything like 
a full democratic vote. Several confer- 
ences followed this bombshell, and as the 
delegates came straggling into the con- 
vention hall there were many rumors of 
new deals and combinations. 

Proceeds to Business 

Chairman Talbot, of the state central 
committee, rapped the convention to order 
at 12:20 o’clock. There 'was an entire ab- 
sence of decorations in the jh : 


Mr. Talbot 
address and introduced Bernard Carter as 
temporary chairman. ; 

In addressing the convention Mr. Carter, 
who is one of Baltimore’s leading lawyers’ 
and an eloquent ‘speaker, said that he 
expected the nominees to be of high char- 
acter and fully qualified to fill the posi- 
tions to which they might be named, and 
he, therefore, asked for them the 
unanimous support of all democrats. Not 
only was the governorship, attorney gen- 
eralship and comptrollership at stake this 
year, but ‘t would also be necessary to 
ef@ct a majority of the.Jegisiature so that 
a democrat could be elected to,the United 
States senate to succeed Charles H. G/‘b- 
son. Several of the state senators to be 
elected this fall will also have an oppor- 
tunity to vote for a successor to Senator 
Arthur P. Gorman, two years hence. 

In concluding, Mr. Carter begged for 
harmony among the factions and a united 
support of the convention’s nominees. 

Mr. Carter’s address was frequently in- 
terrupted by cheers for Hurst, until finally 
Mr. Carter warned the crowd that further 
interruptions would not be tolerated, but 
that summary action would be taken if 
the offense was further indulged in, ex- 
cépting at appropriate times. 

The usual committees were appointed. 

A motion was adopted that all resolutions 
be referred to the committee without de- 
bate. There was quite a volume of ‘‘noes” 
when the question was put, but Chairman 
Carter quickly decided the motion adopted. 

While the credentials and resolutions 
ecmmittees were out the occupants of the 
galleries yelled themselves hoarse and the 
band played stirring music. The crowd 
in the academy had been augmented by a 
few hvendred persons, most of them being 
brought in in Mr. Hurst’s interest. They 
were of the leather-tongued variety and 
yelled all sother would-be noisyites to a 
standstill. Meanwhile, the delegates who 
were not out with the committees sat in 
their seats glum and silent. 

The scene was in striking contrast with 
former derocretic conventions in Mary- 
land. Heretofore the dove of peace floated 
above and a feeling of 1armony prevailea 
throuzhcut; today ill-feeling and discontent 
filled the aire Ex-Governor Jackson sat in 
the Wicomico delegation with hardly a 
word for any one; Governcr Brown got no 
further than the main entrance to the con- 
vention hall when he froze up and disap- 
peared. Senators Gorman and Gibson were 
reported to be under the academy roof, 
but they were not visible to the 300 lead-rs 
who sat on the stage nor to 3,000 persons 
in front thereof. 

The committee on crefentials reported 
that there were no contests, recommended 
that the tenrporary officers be made perma- 
rent and also named vice presidents for 
each county ard the legislative districts 
of Baltimore: The report was unanimous- 
ly adopted and Chairman Carter’ stated 
that no further business wouid be consid- 
ered until the resolutions committee re- 
perted. 

The Platform Adopted. 

Colcnel L. Vietor Boughman, of Frederick 
county, chairman of the resolutions com- 
mitte, reported a platform which praised 
free silver

this was his desire, and he gave as a rea- 
son that his course at Washington was not 
an issue in this campaign. 

The platform was unanimously adopted.

A roll call was begun for nominations for 
governor a few minutes before 2 o'clock.

Hayes. 

Before the announcement of the result 
was made the votes cast for Hayes and 
Jones were changed to Hurst, giving him

The Straightouts May Anpoonce a Full 
Ticket of Delegates. 


JUBILANT OVER THE SMALL VOTE CAST 


Those Who Engineered the Compromise 
Say That a Small Vote Was No 
Moret Than Was Expected, 


Columbia, .S. C.,.July 31.—(Special.)—The 
Straightouts announce that a full ticket of 
delegates to the constitutional convention 
will soon bé nominated and run in the gen- 
eral election. This faction is almost hila- 
rious because Of the result of the primary 
ahd they claim that the extremely small 
vote indicates that Richland county is ripe 
for a final revolt from the regular organiza- 
tion. 

The returns from the country precincts 
Bhow that the whole election was wholly 
devoid of interest to the people at large. 

Senator Sloan, representatives Patton 
and Weston and others, who engineered the 
compromise in this county, say that the 
Small vote was no more than they ex- 
pected, and that it cannot be taken as an 
indication of the result at the general 
election. They say that if there had. been 
@epposition the vote cast would have been 
much greater, and that if the straightouts 
Tun a ticket in the general election 
it will be beaten by the regulars. 

These gentlemen have heretofore been 
recognized as straightouts, and from the 
positions they occupy it can be seen that 
they have considerable influence in Rich- 
land, and it may be they will be able to 
make good their word and deliver a com- 
promise delegation to the constitutional 
convention. 

Later returns from all parts of the state 
show a very small vote everywhere, but 
there are incidents which go to show that 
in very few--not more than three or four 
of the counties—will there be a fight in the 
general election. Compromise tickets have 
been nominated in many of the doubtful 
counties, and in nearly all the other coun- 
ties tne reformers are so much in the 
majority that a fight would be absoluteiy 
futile. In Fairfield, where the straighouts 
have already organized and nominated a 
ticket for the general election, it is very 
doubtful now whether any fight will be 
made at all, as General John Bratton, the 
leading man named on their ticket, has re- 
fused to run. A compromise ticket was 
nominat in this county yesterday, and 
the straighouts will be greatly weakened 
by it. 

Later reports from Spartanburg county 
show that the reformers carried the county 
by a good majority, the returns from the 
country districts reversing the majorities 
the conservatives had won in the towns.

In Regard to Commerce Between the

Asheville, N. C., July 31.—Judge Charles 
H. Simonton has handed down a decision 
in an important case. On the 20th of July 
@ warrant was issued by Justice Carter 
against W. J. Hough, of this city, the 
charge being that Mr. Hough had violated 
Section 25 of the revenue act of North 
Carolina, forbidding the sale of pianos and 
organs within the state without payment 
of a license tax of $250.

CONNELLY STOPPED THE FIGHT 


By Dropping to the Floor and Was 
Counted Out. 

Boston, Tuly 31.—George Dison, champion 
feather-weight of the world, won another 
victory this evening at Union Park hall, 
this city, by defeating Tommy Connelly, 
ex-champion amateur feather-weight of 
America, in the fourth rcund. It was the 
most disappointing fight that has taken 
place in Boston for years. Dixon clearly 
showed his superiority over Connelly while 
the fight lasted. In the fourth round both 
men eslinched and Connelly suddenly went 
to the floor, apparently Knccked out, but 
not from a blow. He lay there until the 
referee had counted. nine seconds, when his 
trainer entered the ring. As soon as Ref- 
eree Bill Daily announced Dixon the win- 
ner, Connelly apprvuached the ropes unas- 
sisted and said: “Il am not iicked and will 
fight Dixon any time.” 

From appearances it was clear to the 
spectators that he did not care to go on 
with the fight and laid down to avoid being 


knocked out. During the first round Dixon 
kept punching his opponent's ribs and stom- 
ach and rushed matters generaily. Connel- 
ly got in but one blow on Dixon's face. 

In the second and third rounds Dixon 
resorted to the same tactics, following his 
man about the ring, and punching him 
when and where he pleased. Conneily got 
in a lefthand uppercut and a right swing 
on the jaw i nthe third round. At the close 
of both of these rounds Connelly sought to 
avoid Dixon’s rushes by running about the 
ring. 

In the fourth round the men were fight- 
ing about one minute when they clinched 
and Connelly fell, apparently knocked out. 


FLOODS IN NEW MEXICO, 


Two Towns Nearly Washed Away. 
Several Lives Lost. 

Albuquerque, N. M., July 31.—A special to 
The Citizen tonight from Socorro says that 
late yesterday afternoon a heavy rain 
from the east met a cloud from the west 
near Snake ranch, eight miles from Socor- 
ro. The wave was twenty feet high and 
came down in the arroyo and submerged 
Chihuahua and Cuba, two small suburbs, 
washing down houses and rushing through 
others. The arroyo also broke at Spring 
street and in the northern part of the town 
aided the torrents. Women and chil- 
dren were struggling in the water. Sev- 
eral bodies have been recovered. One man 
and six children were rescued and several 
more are missing. 

There were many narrow escapes. Mrs. 
A. Mayer and her mother were washed 
away but rescued. Forty houses were de- 
stroyed, a hundred more will fall and others 
are badly damaged. Water is three feet 
deep afid all the principal streets are 
strewn with furniture and large bowlders. 
Little damage was done to the stores ex- 
cept to cellars and foundations: Crops and 
gardens were washed away to the river, and 
from Polvadera to Lemitar, tne lowlands 
are flooded four feet deep. 

About a mile of track is damaged on the 
main line of the Santa Fe road and eight 
miles on the Magdalena branch, with the 
roadbed and several bridges, was washed 
away. 

ihe water main of the Socorro Water 
Company was badly damaged and no drink- 
ing water is to be had. Hundreds of peo- 
ple are in distress. Relief measures have 
been started. Damage to the town is esti- 
mated at $700,000. 


CHARGED WPTH EMBEZZLEMENT. 


Ex-City Treasurer of Jacksonville, 
Fla., Arrested. 
Jacksonville, Fla., July 31.—Robert C. 
Scott, ex-city treasurer, was arrested to- 
day on a charge ,of embezzling $10,707 of 
the city’s funds during his term of office, 
which expired June 2tst. The alleged short- 
age was discovered by experts employed by 
the city council, Scott today filed his an- 
swer with the council denying that there 
was any shortage in his accounts and ask- 
ing for sufficient time to make a thorough 
examination of the books, as he had only 
been given five days to answer the charges 
which it had taken five experts five weeks 
to make. The request was refused and 
criminal prosecution begun. When taken 
before the criminal court the judge refused 
to take cogrizance of the case as the 
capias on which Scott was arrested had not 
been ordered issued by the court. The clerk 
paid no attention to the court’s refusal to 

try the case and issued another capias. 

Scott’s attorney immediately applied to 
the circuit court for a writ of habeas 
corpus and secured Scott’s release from 
custody on the ground of the arrest being 
illegal. The charge of embezzlement will 
again be made at the regular term of the 
criminal court on August 27th. 
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KILLED THE STATION AGENT 


Because He Was Too Slow in Opening 
the Door. 

Birmingham, Ala., July &.—Informa- 
tion reached here last night of the coward- 
ly murder of Ed West, station agent of the 
Kansas City, Memphis and Birmingham, 
at Potts Camp, Miss., thirteen miles east 
of Holly Springs, by J. A. Gatlin, a poli- 
teten. Gal. 1 4d been to a political con- 
vention and wanted to send a telegram. 
He knocked wpon the station door and 
West, who was making out his monthly 
report, was a little slow in opening the 
door. Some words passed, when Gatlin 
pulled a gun, fired on West, killing him in- 
stantly. As soon as Gatlin fired the shot, 
he ran off up the railroad track and was 
soon followed by the enraged citizens, but 
so far has escaped. If caught the general 
opinion is that he will be lynched.

Forty-seven counties 
were fepresented by 122 delegates.

PINTS OF TEETH. 


A Woman Coughing Up Molars of All 
Kinds. 

Louisville, Ky.,July 30.—(Special.)—Several 
physicians in Louisville, inciuding Drs. Ed 
Grant and Flexne-, are puzzled over a re- 
markable case that first came under their 
attention three months ago, but which has 
just been made pubhc. 

Sinee the middle of April Fannie Thomp- 
son, a colored woman, has been daily throw- 
ing up teeth of all sorts. Some of them 
resemble dogt’ teeth, others alligator teeth, 
cow teeth, boar tusks, hog teeth, horse 
teeth, sheep teeth, human teeth, and, in 
fact, teeth of almost every conceivable 
kind. 

Within three months she has thtown up 
400 of them, all of which have been careful- 
ly preserved, and are now in the posses- 
sion of the physicians. 

The woman has been confined to her bed 
since last January, when she fell from a 
sireet car, and jshe threw up blood, and 
finally the teeth began to come, About a 
dozen are discharged eve'y night. She is in 
great dread of the time, for the pain it 
gives her is intense, and when she feels 
them about to be thrown up, she swallows 
morsels of bread to keep them back until 
one of the physicians can be sent for. Dr. 
Grant, who is one of Lou'sville’s most 
reputable physicians, and was associated 
with Dr. E. R. Palmer until his tragic 
death recemtly, says that by placing his 
ear to the woman’s stomach he can hear 
the teeeh grinding against each other. 

There is a large protuberance on one side 
of her stomach, and it is believed to be 
where the teeth are formed, there being 
a rare disease which preduces the growth 
of teeth in parts of the abdomen. but,

ANOTHER JIM THE PENMAN. 


J.C. Johnson, Who Forged His Pardon 
from a Nashville Jail, Arrested. 


Memphis, Tenn., July 30.—J. Clay John- 
son, who wrote his own pardon from the 
penitentiary at Nashville, was arrested 
here today for forging an order for a board 
dill. 

Johnson is a well educated man, about 
thirty-five years old. He began th‘s career 
as a forger near Clarksville, ““enn., when 
he passed a bogus check on a bahk at 
Huntington and got away with the money. 
Soon afterwards he was arrested on suspi- 
cion of being a murderer. He was innocent 
of this crime, but believed that he would 
be held for forgery when identified. He 
then forged a bond which nis wife pre- 
sented to the sheriff of Davidson county 
and secured his re-ease. 

Johnson was captured ‘ater and tried 
for forging the check. He was sentenced 
to the penitentiary. From the jail he wrote 
letters to all the jurors and received an- 
swers. He also wrote letters of appeal to 
Judge Swift and Attorney General Bond, 
but they paid no attention to him. F'nally 
he wrote them abusive letters and received 
answers warning him to write no more. 
Johnson thus secured their signatures and 
he was satisfied.* 

After he was put in prison at Nashville 
he prepared a petition for pardon and 
forged the-names of all the jurors that 
convi¢ted him. He forged ietters from the 


judge who sentenced him and from the 
attorney general, recommending him «to 


s0 far as known, never before in such va- 
riety and numbers as in this case. The 
disease is known as “de'moid cyst.” Dr. 
Grant repotted the case at a recent medical 
society meeting, but the physicians scoffed 
at his statements so vigorously that he took 
quite a number of them there, and they 
witnessed the woman in the act of throwing 
up nime of the teeth. Some of them are 
only partially developed, while others are 
fully developed and very heavy. 


A Clot in the Heart. 

Carson City, Nev., July 31.—W. J. Pickler, 
who was waiting trial on the charge of 
stealing bullion from the mint here, was 
found dead in bed this morning.

Jonathan 8. Belknap Tells How the 
Multi-Murderer Tried To Kill Him. 
Chieago, I., July 31.—(Specia!l.)}—Holmes 

would have had one more death to his 

credit if he could have had his cwn mur- 
derous way. Jonathan 8. Belkprap, now of 

Weston’s Mills, near Olean, N. Y., was the 

intended victim. Mr. Belknap is.an uncle 

of John 8S. Belknap, of Wilmette, who is 
the father of. one of Holmes’s numerous 
wives.’ She was Miss Myrtle Belknap. 

Since the many criminal acts of Holmes 

have been made public Mr. Belknap, who, 

in 1890 and 1891, lived at Big Foot Prairie, 

McHenry county, Illinois, recalls several 

incidents which make him firm in the be- 

lief that Holmes twice tried to murder him 
in the now celebrated “‘castle’’ at Sixty- 
third and Wallace streets. The acts of 
intended murder, Mr. Belknap believes, 
were inspired by the fact that Holmes 


had forged a trust deed for $2,500, using’ 


the names of Mr. Belknap and wife to the 
instrument. To avoid prosecution on this 
charge, Mr. Belknap believes Holmes twice 
attempted to take his life when prosecu- 
tion was threatened. 

In letters written to Horace Drury, presi- 
dent of the village board.of Wilmette, Mr. 
Belknap relates his experiences with 
Holmes at the “castle” during the summer 
‘of 1891. He had gone to Holmes’s house 
after apprised of the forgery of his name 
to the trust deed on the. Wilmette proper- 
ty, and had confronted Holmes with evi- 
dence of his guilt. 

They sat for several hours in one of 
Tiolmes’s private rooms in the castle talk- 
ing the case over, and when bedtime ar- 
rived Holmes insisted that Mr. Belknap 
should remain in the house over night and 
he would prowide him with the most, com- 
lurtable sleeping quarters. ; 

Gets His Victim in the “Castle.” 

After consenting to remain all night, 
Holmes conducted Mr. Belknap through a 
labyrinth of winding stairways and dark 
passages to what Mr. Belknap believed to 
be the top floor of the building. 

After casting about him and taking in 


the situation as best he could, Mr. Belknap | 


lighted the gas and retired. 

On account of. warnings given him 
against Holmes by Horace Drury, alt. 
Lelknap was nervous and- loath to go to 
sleep. Just before retiring he turned the 
gas low and for an hour or more lay 
wrapped in thought. Suddenly, without the 
least warnirg, the light flame that issued 
from the gas ftixutre fhickered and went out 
for no apparent cause, as there was lo 
draft in the room. Realizing that the gas 
had not been turned off at the burner and 
that gas was escaping, Mr. Belknap arose 
and, striking a match, readily lighted the 
gas. Turning it on again full force, he re- 
turned to bed much alarmed and detcr- 
mined not to go to sleep. About midnight 
he was disturbed by the shuffling of feet 
on the stairway, and almost immediately 
thereafter a key was inserted in the lock 
ot his door trom the outside and an at- 
tempt was made to force back the bolt. 

lo see if Belknap Was Deau. 

Mr, Beiknap arose and opened the door. 
kie was contronted by Patrick Quinian, 
Holmes’s coniuuential janitor, who seemed 
nervous anu annoyed to find Mr. Belknap 
so ready to respond to a slight nvise. Mr. 
Belknap asked him what he watlted and 
Quinlan explained in a rather peculiar man- 
ner that he had come home late, and find- 
ing himself locked out of his own apart- 
ments had come to Mr. Belknap’s room, in- 


tending to ask him if he might occupy the 


same bed with him the remainder of the 
night. Mr. -Belknap was more than suspi- 
cious and so badly frightenod that he hard- 
ly dared refusé the request. 
Quinlan that it was impossible tor ‘him to 
sleep with any ‘other person, and that he 
had better wake Mr. Holmes and urge him 
to -provide quarters elsewhere. Quinlan 
went away grumbling and evidently much 
displeased at the result of his visit. 
Believes Murder Was Plotted. 

In recent letters written to Horace Drury, 
now in the custody of the police, Mr. Bel- 
knap declares he believes it was Quinlan’s 
intention to murder him in some manner 
on that occasion. He says that on the fol- 
lowing day he noticed a gas jet at the end 
of the hall furthest from his room dour and 
that he believes some person opened the jét 
in the hallway and by blowing or forcing 
the air from his lungs through the gas 
pipes extinguished the burning jet in his 
room, thus allowing the gas in his room to 
escape and asphyxiate him had he not been 
awake and watchful. In his letter Mr. Bel- 
knap further says he believes that being 
foiled in their plans to get rid of him in 
that way the persons desiring to get rid of 
him persuaded Quinlan to attempt to occu- 
py the room with him and put some other 
design into effect during the night which 
would have resulted in his death 
Recalls Holmes’s Peculiar Behavior. 

In one of the letters received by Mr. 
Drury yesterday morning from Mr. Belknap 
the letter says that he remembers a cir- 
cumstance which at the time appearing to 
be a trivial now looks as though Holmes 
at one time himself contemplated his mur- 
der. A few days after the events previous- 
ly told, Mr. Belknap again visited Holmes’ 
in his castle, having previously made ar- 
rangements to leave the house at 8 o’clock 
and being determined not to remain over 
night under any circumstances. Tlalf an 
hour before the arrival of the time fcr his 


departure Holmes recounted to him the ob-’ 


jects of interest to be seen from the roof 
of his house and urged that Mr. Belknap 
accompany him to the top of the buibhiing. 


Without exciting suspicion in the mind of : 


Holmes Mr. Belknap refused to accompany 
him, saying he was too old to climb to the 


roof of a three-story building for the pur- | 


pose of sightseeing. In his letter to Mr. 
Drury Belknap recalls the urgent requests 
of Holmes to remain all night and to visit 
the top of his house, and mow believes that 
Holmes was at that time planning his mur- 
der. 

He says that he thought until recently 
that Holmes was innocent of murder, but 
that now he can recall many actions end 
speeches made by Holmes during i898 and 
1291 which would indicate to him the crimin- 
al character of the man aside from personal 
knowledge in his possession that Holmes is 
a forger and should be in the penitentiary.

IMPORTANT PETITION FOR INJUNCTION 


Judge Jobn P. Ross Has Made a Splendid 
Becord— Daisy Price Will Be a 
Candidate tor Mayor.

’ Macon, Ga., July $1.—(Special.)—Mr. W. 
A. McLendon, of Macon; met his death last 
night, at 12:30 o'clock, at Echeconnee, 
twelve miles below Macon, by a very 
strange and singular accident. He was a 
brakeman on a freight train on the South- 
western railroad, bound for Macon. Fruit 
cars have two doors, one a grated iron 
door, to allow ventilation, and the other, 
a solid wooden door, to be used when ven- 
tilation is not desired. The wooden door 
ef a certain melon car of the freight train 
of which Mr. McLendon was brakeman was 
shoved back as the grated door was being 
used. By some means the wooden door 
was jostled from its position by the moving 
of the train, and in falling from the car 
it struck against a switch, bending the 
switch toward the track and throwing the 
“target,” or top of the switch, around. Mr. 
McLendon was sitting on the side of the 
top of a car, and the “target” of the 
switch struck him on the head. He was 
hurled from the car to the ground and 
killed. Mr. McLenagon was not missed by. 
any of the crew until the train reached 
Macon, about 2 o'clock this morning. The 
engine, with a party, went back down the 
road to see if they could ascertain what 
had become of him. Mr. McLendon was 
found lying dead on the ground near the 
switch, and the door of the car was found 
against the switch where it had fallen. 

Mr. McLendon’s body was brought to 
Macon and prepared for burial by Under- 
taker Wood. The funeral services. will be 
held tomorrow morning at 9 o'clock from 
the residence of Mr. J. C. McLendon, on 
Oak street, a brother of the deceased, and 
an engineer on the Georgia Southern and 
Florida road. The deceasea was a son 
of the late Captain W. A. McLendon, a cot- 
ton buyer and weigner of Macon, and a 
grandson of the late Jonathan Collins. Sev- 
eral sisters and brothers survive him. His 
parents are dead. The deceased was twen- 
ty-one years old and unmarried. 

Important Legal Matters. 

It was expected that Judge Griggs would 
hold superior court tomorrow ior Juuge 
Hardeman, but he cannot reach here until 
tomorrow night.

asked for leave of absence, and the same 
has been granted. ,

dating to the Macon Construction Company.

An Alleged Agent of a Responsible 
Company Causes Trouble.

He gave drafts on the 
house he claimed to represent. but as a mat- 
ter of course they wete worthless and met 
a prompt turndown at the hands of the 
commission men.

GENERAL MILES’S EXPERIPNCE. 


He Tells How He Captured a War 
Party of Bannocks in 1878. 
Springfield, Mass., July 27.—(Special.)—It 
is now seventeen years since the Ban- 
nocks last made trouble for the United 
States troops. General Nelson A. Miles, who 
is now at Governor's island, was in com- 
mand of that district then, and captured 
the war party that started out. General 
Miles says that the cause of that trouble 
Was like the cause of every other Indian 
war—deceit, double-dealing, or injustice on 

the part of the whites. 

A treaty had been entered into at Fort 
Bridger on July 3, 1868, in which it was 
@greed that the Indians were to have a 
portion of the Port Neuf valley and of 
Kansas prairie. The Indians understood 
that they were to have the whole of the 
Port Neuf country and of the Comas prai- 
rie, there being no such country there as 
the Kansas prairie. In June it was the 
custom of the Bannocks to go to the Comas 
Prairie, where the women dug up roots and 


dried them for winter use, while the men ' 


traded horses and gambled with other vis- 
itors from the tribes of the Nez Perces, Ar- 
matillas, Piutes and Sheepeaters. Gradually 
white men came into the prairie and find- 
ing it well adapted to the raising of hogs 
turned thusands of these animals loose in 
it. The hogs eat up the roots which had 
Supplied the Indians’ winter needs, and 
they complained of this as a great injus- 
tice. This led to bad blood between them- 
selves and the whites and in 1878 a party 
of the Bannocks were on the war trail, kill- 


ing settlers and shooting horses. They went 


along the trail which Chief Joseph and his 
band had followed the year before, driven 
to war by just such causes. 

General Miles, with 100 men and seven 
scouts, went after them, and at daylight on 
September 4, 1878, surprised them in Clarke's 
Fork pass, on Clark’s Fork of the Yellow- 
stone, beyond the national park. Eleven of 
the Indians were killed in the battle which 
followed, and the rest, nearly 100 all told, 
including women and children, were cap- 
tured. Captain Andrew T. Bennett, of the 
Iifth infantry was one of the killed among 
the soldiers, This party of the Bannocks 
was held as prisoners several] months, their 
stock was taken from them, and then they 
were returned to their reservation. They 
have made no trouble since. The loss of their 
grounds for the supply of roots was not so 
serious to them as the loss of their hunting 
grounds, 

According to the report of Indian Agent 
H. W. Austin, at Fort Hall, thére were 
1,493 Indians at that reservation in tober, 
1890. Of these 514 were Bannocks and 979 
Shoshones. Of the whole lot only 374 were 
ration Indians, that is. Indians who were 
supported by the government. The others 
have been in the hab’t of getting their 
living princ!pally by the chase. In the 
reservation is an area of 1,360 Square 
miles, but game there has grown scarce. 
It has been their custom to stop at the 
agency only long enough to draw their 
g00ds and then go on to the buffalo coun- 
try. The game in the Yellowstone park 
has undoubtedly attracted them, and it 
appears to General Miles as if a party of 
irresponsible settlers or cowboys thhad gone 
after a hunting party and captured it. 
Speaking of the reported killing of these 
Indians General Miles said that probably 
many an innocent settler would pay with 
his life for the acts of these men. Scalps 
and ‘horses are the two things which the 
Bannock is taught to crave. The warrior 
who has taken these from his enemy will 
gO when he dies to a land ruled by a big 
chief who wears the feathers and robes of 
a full chief and rides a fast horse. This 
big chief will lead them ail in the chase, 
and buffalo and other game will be pienti- 
ful and easy to take. To provide a horse 
for the chase, the favorite horse of a dead 
warrior is killed at his grave. Formerly 
@ equaw was also Killed at the grave and 
ant after h‘m to wait on him. Although 
the Bannocks are comparatively few in 
number, General Miles says that if they 
are much stirred up they may. get re- 
cruits from among the young men of alli 
the other tribes and make a serious dis- 
turbance. 

The Bannock tribe of Indians belongs to 
the general family of Shoshones or Snakes, 
Which family also includes the various 
tribes of Utes, Comanches, Moqu‘s, Cheme- 
fhuenes, Cahu‘lla and the Kechi, Kizh and 
Netolo tribes of California. Their tradi- 
tion is that they came originally from the 
far east, and their language, which is Bo 
different from that of the western Sho- 
shones, resembles that of the Comanches, 
whose home when white men first found 
them was about the headwaters of the 
Brazos, the Colorado and eastward to 
those of the Arkansas and Missouri rivers. 
The man tribe of the Bannocks was first 
found near where they are now established, 
at the Fort Hall agency in Oneida county, 
in the southeastern part of Idaho, along 
the Snake river valley. They are taller 
and straighter than the mountain Indians 
round about them, and have the reputa- 
tion of being more warlike. They nearly 
all are able to speak the language of the 
Shoshones, but the latter do not speak the 
Bannock tongue. This :s the same as that 
of the Piutes, and the latter say that the 
Bannocks split off from them. Wefore the 
Bannocks got horses they were very ex- 
pert in the use of the bow and arrow. 
They are distinctly a hunting tribe, and 
look upon work as an everlasting disgrace, 
except for squaws. They view themselves 
as the salt of the earth. They nave earned 
a reputation for bloodthirstiness, and are 
said sometimes to kill their aged parents 
when the latter begin to become a burden.

BOLDLY TOOK $160,000. 


This Wall Street Bank Saved Itself by 
Shielding Its Embezsling Teller. 


From The New York World. 

William A. Pinkerton tells, as sober 
fact, a most astonishing story of bold, 
cold-blooded robbery in Wall street. He 
says that this is the firet time that the de- 
tails of the case have been revealed to 
the public, 

‘sty brother Roljert, who had been 
placed in charge of our New York office, 
was summoned by messenger to go in per- 
son to a certain large banking establish- 
ment in Wall street,’’ he says, “where he 
found the cashier and several directors 
laboring under ill-suppressed excitement. 

“The establishment was one of the old- 
est financial institutions on the street. Its 
officers were among the best known men 
on Manhattan island. The president otf 
the bank asked my brother to take a chair, 
and he then explained the object in sending 
for him, 

“*We want to consult you in an awk- 
ward dilemma. One of our most trusted 
employes has deliberately robbed us of a 
large sum of money. He confesses his 
guilt, and asks us what we are going to 
do about it. To tell you the truth, we 
don’t know just what to do.’ 

“ ‘Where is he?’ was the first question 
asked. 

“ ‘In the office of the bank, attending 
to his duties as usual,’ was fne astonish- 
ing reply. 

“*Why has he not been placed under ar- 
rest?’ 

“*Well, you see, in the first place,’ said 
the bank president, ‘he has been with us 
for about ten years; his father was here 
for twenty years before him, and we have 
been hoping to induce him to see what 
a fool he has made of himself. Besides 
you Know it is a bad thing for a bank to 
confess to the weakness of its methods, 
especially in these hard times, and we 
want your advice as to what we had bet- 
ter do.’ 

“Just at this moment the legal adviser 
of the board of directors came in, and the 
story was retold in his hearing. 

“It seems that the culprit had begun 
ten years ago as a messenger in the bank 
and had risen to the receiving tellership. 
He had the perfect confidence of his em- 
ployers, and no one knew that his habits 
were not all right. He had come down 
to the bank at the usual hour on this 
morning, and had manifested no particular 
uneasiness. As soon as he had adjusted 
some of the little details connected with the 
opening of the receiving teller’s window for 
business, he stepped into the private office 
of the cashier, pade him a cneerful good 
morning, and then in a calm voice spoke as 
follows: ‘I presume you will be startled 
by the statement I have to make, but the 
fact is I have stolen $160,000 of the bank's 
money.’ 

“he casnier could scarcely believe the 
evidence of his own ears. Here was @ 
trusted employe making confession of a 
most astounding crime. But why had he 
not taken flight with his ill-gotten gains? 
Had his peculations extended over years 
of time, or had he meant to say that he 
had taken the money ali at once? 

“Noticing that the cashier was about 
to question him, the teiler said: ‘I pre- 
sume you will want the directors to hear 
my statement, so there is no need of say- 
ing anything further at present. I shall 
-be.in the bank and will be ready to talk 
when you care for further particulars.’ 
And so it came about that several of the 
board of directors of the bank were called 
in, tneir legai adviser as well, and to tais 
conterence my brother, Robert A. Pinker- 
ton, came aiso, as already related. 

“she young man was called. Said he: 
‘T have taken $160,000, after due dvlibera~ 
tion, as the easiest way to get a forcune, 
and I am prepared to stand tne conse- 
quences. ‘lae severest penaity tnat can 
be inflicted upon me is seven years in the 
penitentiary, and 1 am entirely willing to 
accept that punishment. I nave taken 
legal advice in this matter, and 1 know ex- 
@ iiy where i stand. Il have looked at the 
gubject from every standpoin:. Il Know 
l am branding myself as a felon, but Il 
am tired of working for a miserable salary, 
with no prospect oc ever getting anything 
ahead. i am only twenty-seven years of 
age, and I can come out of prison, after 
wnat I would have to do of a seven years’ 
sentence, still in the prime of life.

He came back in about an hour 
with $80,000, accepted a receipt in full for 
all claims against him on the part of the 
bank, and bowed himself out.

OKUMA WANTS AN INGREASE OF TAX 


There Was a Big Celebration on July 4th 
in Japan~-The Diplomatic Entangle- 
ments Are Straightenirg Out. 


Tokio, Japan, July 2.—(Specia) Corre- 
bpondence.)—Political excitement in Japan 
Just at present is intense. The ministry is 
apparently upon the brink of a volcano. 
Publicly the ministers say it amounts to 
nothing; yet, judging from the acts of the 
government itself, a revolution against the 
present governmen: is feared. 

The government has carried its censor- 
ship farther than the press. Free speech 
is no longer allowed in Japan. With the 
leaders of political parties opposing the 
présent ministry, the government is deal- 
ing with a Russian-like hand. The Cubans 
in Cuba have never been under stricter sur- 
veillance than are the anti-ministry poli- 
ticians of Tokio today. 

The anti-ministry people have 
deavoring to make capital out of the min- 
istry’s action, in acceding to Russia’s de- 
mands and abandoning the Liao-tong penin- 
sula. They seem determined to force Count 
Ito to resign. That the prime minister 
fears the peopie will be aroused to the 
point of revolution igs evidenced by his 
method of dealing with the politictans who 
are attempting to organize the movement, 
The danger is that the soldiers will be led 
to join in a revolution against the ministry, 
because of its abandoning the Manchurian 
acquirements at Russia's dictation. It must 
be remembered that not one-third of Ja- 
pan's army enjoyed a taste of battle in the 
China war. It must further be remembered 
that the Japanese soldier imagines there is 
no soldier on earth who can fight like he 
can. He is as eager for more war as a 
schoolboy bully is to tackle a new scholar, 
and he feels that he should have been 
permitted to hold that territory which the 
army had fought for and acquired in China. 
Not in the regular standing army is there 
uny danger, but in the reserve force, which 
is now being relieved from active duty, 
the men of whom are returning to their 
homes. 

It was partially because of internal poli- 
tics—opposition to the ministry—that war 
was brought about with China. That solid- 
ified the people. Now that war is over the 
same old voleano is giving loud sounds of 
a future eruption. The surrender to Rus- 
Sia gives it fuel. 

To check this the government has re- 
sorted to the most vigorous measures. 

For months every newepaper that has 
indulged in the slightest form of criticism 
of the ministry’s action has been sup- 
pressed and in many cases the editors pun- 
ished. Now no form of political gathering 
antagonistic to the ministry is permitted. 
Only two days ago six members of the 
house of representatives met together to 
eat, drink and talk over political matters. 
They were recognized anti-ministry leaders 
in the Japanese diet. Police and detective 
officers have been shadowing all of them 
for weeks. Though their meeting wus in 
a private house, they were ail arrested 
and put on trial for violating the law of 
public meetings and for having organized 
a political association without having given 
notice of the same to the police within 
three days. For this they were fined 20 
yen cach by the court. 

The proceedings of the trial were rather 
unique. 

Mr. Suzuki Talked Oat. 

Mr, Suzuki, a member of the diet and 
ohe of its brightest men, when upon the 
Stand made some humorous and bright 
replies to the judge. 

“What did you discuss?’’ asked the judge, 
in questioning him of the meeting. 

“We ate and drank,” replied Mr. Suzuki. 

‘Was there any political discussion?’ 

“As we were politicians there was natu- 
rally some political talk. This must be the 
case, especially at the present moment, 
when politicians are using their utmost ex- 
ertions to wipe out the disgrace to which 
the country has been put.’’ 

“How many and what persons attended 
the meeting? and was there any political 
talk on that day?’ 

“Tne meeting was of such a nature that 
we met and dispersed without any special 
arrangement beforehand, so I do not know 
what happened or how many persons were 
there.” 

“Did you attend the meeting?’ 

“Yes, | am a patriot, and no patriot can 
negiect to attend such a meeting.’”’ 

This sort of parleying went on for some 
time, when Mr. Suzuki was asked what he 
meant by saying that the politicians had 
met without previous arrangement. 

“The country,” he replied, ‘‘has externally 
courted disgrace, and internally—’’ 

Here the judge stopped him. 

Then Mr. Suzuki sarcastically said that 
he meant to explain his meaning, but by 
checking him he supposed that the court 
meant to cancel its previous question. 

Here Mr. Suzuki was taken from the 
stand, perhaps because he could not be fur- 
ther examined without criticising the gov- 
ernment, and not a word on that line would 
be permitted. 

The trial ended with the conviction and 
fine of all six of the representatives, one 
of whom, Mr. Suyehiro, the author of the 
jaw they were tried under, declaring that 
it had in no sense been violated. 

It was simply a matter of punishment for 
Opposing the ministry. Instead, however, 
of suppressing opposition, the feeling seems 
to be growing, and when the diet meets, 
several months hence, there will probably 
be some very lively times in Japan. 

Speaking Was Prohibited. 

Saturday an effort was made to hold a 
big anti-cabinet meeting here. A tremen- 
dous crowd gathered in Kinki-kan, Kanda. 
Thirteen leading members of the diet were 
to make speeches, but not one of them was 
allowed to speak out plainly. A large force 
of police, under an officer who acted as cen- 
sor, was present and the moment a word 
bordering on criticism of the ministry was 
uttered the speaker was ordered to sit down. 

The first speaker took as his text ‘“‘The 
Diplomacy of Count Ito,” but he was stop- 
ped by the police almost as soon as he be- 
gan. 

The next speaker, Mr. Mori, a shrewd law- 
yer, sought a novel method of getting his 
opinions to the audience without appearing 
to express any. Producing a translation of 
the lectures of Stein, the Austrian publicist, 
he observed that as Count Ito himself had 
written a preface to the work he must be 
held to have recognized the opinions of 
the Austrian. Then he proceeded to read 
@ quotation to the effect that the ruler of a 
State must be held infallible in matters of 
dipiomacy, and that when any of his sub- 
jects are discontented with diplomatic meas- 
ures taken by the government, the ministers 
of the crown must be called upon to answer 
for it. 

At this point ‘the police interfered. 

The next speaker commented upon the in- 
terference of the government with the free- 
dom of speech and was immediatly sup-

“If freedom of speech and freedom of the 
press were permitted in Japan just now,” 
said a government officer today, “the coun- 
try would be in grave danger. We are a 
hot-headed people, and the middie and low- 
er classes can be enthused by oratory to an 
extent of resorting to absurd acts.” 

As a matter of fact the government real- 
izes that the ordinary classes of Japanese 
could easily be aroused to the point of revo- 
lution, for all of Japan is dissatisfied with 
the resuitg of the war, and there is such 
feeling against the government that the ma- 
jority of towns in Japan have declined to 
celebrate the victory and those which have 
done so have acted under pressure and with- 
out enthusiagm. 

There is bitterness of feeling against the 
cabinet, but the cabinet is choking it when- 
ever a sound is uttered. When the diet 
meets, however, there will be freedom of 
speech and then there will be excitement 
here. The anti-cabinet members do not hes- 
itate to announce that Ito must resign or he 
will be forced out. 

The ministry realizing that trouble will be 
made for them when the diet meets will 
have no extra session of the same. 

The Japanese congress is very different 
from the American congress. It is largely 
advisory to the ministry. It is a talkative 
body, from the utterances of which the min- 
istry ascertains in a measure the wishes of 
the people. But the ministry is the govern- 
ment. If the congress declines to adopt the 
laws the government suggests, it is pro- 
rogued, and the ministry, through the em- 
peror, acts. 

The anti-ministry party is largely in the 
majority in the house. But whether it will be 
able to force a change of ministry remains 
to be seen, 

Another war seems to be the only thing 
that will unite the people. The Japs are 
the most thoroughly united people in the 
world when an outside enemy appears, but 
when there is none they will fight among 
themselves, 


AN EPIDEMIC IN PROGRESS. 


Americans Celebrated the 4th of Jaly 
in Handsome Style. 
Yokohama, Japan, July 7.—(Staff Corre- 
spondence.)—The diplomatic entanglements 
resultant upon the war are gradually being 
straightened out. Other than the anti- 
ministerial movement and the efforts of 
the government to suppress it there is no 
political excitement. The government is, 
however, becoming more Russian like every 
day. The anti-political leaders are shad- 
owed by detectives at all times; their homes 
are guarded; they are not allowed to meet 
together, and, indeed, they are treated as 
suspected nihilists would be in Russia. As 
it is they can do nothing now, unless by 
chance a soshi should happen to assas- 
sinate Count Ito; which might happen any 

day. 

The army its bei®g rapidly transferred 
from Talien-wan and Port Arthur back to 
Japan and with its coming and the scat- 
tering of the soldiers throughout Japan 
cholera is spreading until it has almost 
become an epidemic. Twenty new cases 
were reported from Tokio yesterday, and 
the disease has made its way to Yokohama, 
the first death here occurring yesterday. 
Up to date the total number of cases in 
Japan is reported at 2,248, of which 78% have 
proven fatal. 

Though the government is making every 
effort to suppress the epidemic it is grad- 
ually spreading and fears are entertained 
that it may prove 4s fatai as the epidemic 
of 1886, when in Tokio alone, of 12,000 cases, 
10,000 proved fatal. 

Tne disease rarely attacks a foreigner. 
Consequently the resident foreigners seem 
to have no fear of it. They simply exer- 
cise precaution in their dict, drink no or- 
dinary water and proceed in the usual man- 
ner. 

Celebration of the Fourth. 

The Fourth of July was celebrated in 
Yokohama by a thousand or more Ameri- 
cans in a style seldom if ever seen in Amer- 
ica. The United States flagshiv Baltimore 
of the Pacific squadron was in port, and 
Admiral Carpenter gave a reception on 
board in the afternoon. 

Il‘our English naval vessels, including the 
admiral’s flagship, and several French and 
Russian ships were also in port. All of 
them hoisted the American flag and at noon 
fired a salute, 

The entire town was decorated with Amer- 
ican and Japanese flags side by side, and 
the Japanese merchants had a big proces- 
sion behind an accordion and fife band 
playing “Marching Through Georgia” and 
“John Brown's Body.” In front of the 
Grand hotel the Imperial Guards’ band 
played, and there was a display of fire- 
works, not to speak of displays some of the 
overenthusiastie made of themselves. 

Last Saturday the emperor of Japan gave 
an audience to the various legations and 
attaches of the same for the purpose of 
allowing thém the privilege of congratulat- 
ing him upon the restoration of peace. 

The Japanese newspapers are full of talk 
about an alliance between Japan and Eng- 
land. Two months ago England, to the 
Jap, was the most despised of nations. 
Today the government and the people are 
courting everythine British. Russia is 
the son-of-a-gun Japan is after and she 
wants Eneland on her side. Count Ito and 
a bevy of government officials came down 
from Tokio Tuesday to call upon the Eng- 
lish admiral on board the crack cruiser 
Centurion. Though pretending to love 
Americans best of all they did not call upon 
Admiral Carpenter aboard the Baltimore. 
As a matter of fact Japan has made all 
the use of the United States that she needs 
for the present. She used us in protect- 
ing her citizens in China during the war 
and she used us to bring about peace with 
China, and for all other purposes that she 
needed a friendly foreign power. Having 
no further use for us now the very smart 
Japahese government is bowing and toady- 
ing to the British. 

Our Secretary of Legntion. 

Much has been written in the American 
newspapers recently about the retention 
by a democratic administration, over the 
protests of the Indiana senators, of Mr. 
Herod as secretary of our legation at 
Tokio. 

Mr. Herod is quite a young man, who was 
appointed under the Harrison administra- 
tion as second secretary of the legation. 
At that time, the present minister, Mr. 
Edwin Dun, was first secretary. Mr. Cleve- 
land promoted the two, making Dun min- 
ister and Herod first secretary. 

Mr. Dun is a nephew of the late Allen 
G. Thurman, and is was through that in- 
fluence that he first received an appoint- 
ment in the legation years ago, and has 
risen to minister. He is a democrat, 
though it 1s doubtful if he has ever voted 
the ticket, having been in Japan some 
twenty odd years. Coming here as a boy 
he entered the service of the Japanese gov- 
ernment, taking some position on a gov- 
ernment experimental farm in charge of a 
herd of American cattle. He married a 
Japanese woman. A widower now, he 
has a daughter in America being educated. 
Though Mr. Dun is not as vigorous in his 
actions as Americans out here would have 
him, though he is much criticised as being 
more in sympathy with Japan than with 
the country he represents, he performs his 
duties and averages up fairly well. Per- 
sonaliy he is clever and popular, 
he has not that push about 


him which is 
characteristic of Americans.

The legation has . second secretary, an 


interpreter, a naval attache and a military | 


attache. 

The military attache is its most pictur- 
esque antl conspicuous feature. He is a 
genuine American jbreeze, 
though blown across an ocean of distilled 
and carbonated water instead of the briny 
Pacific. 

Lieutenant O’Brien was sent out as at- 
tache of the legation and went to Man- 
churia to witness and report upon the 
efficiency of the Japanese troops in war, 
returning here when the fighting ceased. 
He has just been recalled, and will prob- 
ably be succeeded by an officer of discretion, 
who will keep the United States govern- 
ment fully informed as to Japanese military 
affairs. 

The Spoils of War. 

With the return of the troops the spoils 
of war are being shipped home from Port 
Arthur. The spoils consist of guns, am- 
munition and, indeed, everything in the 
terr.tory captured by the Japanese small 
enough to be transported. Letters from 
Port Arthur state that the forts and fix- 
tures which cannot be. remcved are being 
demolished by the Japanese coolies em- 
ploved for the purpose. For destroying this 
valuable ‘g,perty after a treaty has been 
signed’ with China, Japan is severely criti- 
vised. 

Count Okuma, the idol of the gnti-min- 
istry people of Japan and perhaps the 
broadest minded man in the country, ap- 
pears in one of the Tokio newspapers in 
au article in fayor of an increase of ths 
revenues of Japan in order that she may 
maintain her position with other great na- 
tions. He says the necessary revenue can 
be obtained by an increase of the tax on 
sake. About five million koku (a koku— 
forty gallons) of sake, he says, is brewed 
annually, and the price per koku is 20 yen. 
He says the tax on sake could be increased 
20 yen per kKoku, yielding an extra revenue 
of 100,000,000 yen, “But,” says he, “‘as such 
a sudden increase of the tax might alarm 
the people, an increase of say 10 yen per 
koku might first be made. If nevessary, 
in the meanwhile, other sources of reve- 
nue might be found, or a national loan 
raised on the security of the revenue from 
the ircreased tax; as, for instance, for the 
censtruction of men-of-war. Reform is 
also required in the muitary equipmeént, 
and an increase of cavalry was shown dur- 
ing the war to be very necessary, as well 
as new field pieces, etc. In fact, we must 
be prepared for an enormvus increase in 
the expenses of the army and navy, and 
this will necessitate sooner or later an 
increase in the taxes. Of the indemnity 
from China, 100,000,000 yen should be re- 
served in the treasury as a war fund, and 
70 per cent of the balance devoted to the 
erlargement of the army and navy, and 
30 per cent to the stimulation of naviga- 
tion, education, etc.”’ 

The Jap is as keen after street railroad 
franchises as ever was his American cous- 
in. The old horse car line in Tokio run- 
ning only from the center vf the city to 
Uyeno park, with a capita: of 447,000 yen, 
last yoar earned, clear of ail expenses, 89,- 
000 ven, or nearly 20 per cent. Now an- 
other company is seeking franchises ior 
electric street car lines in other sections 
of the city and the competition for such 
franchises is #0 keen that wne company 
has offered for the franchise to give the 
read and equipment to the city after the 
eapital invested with 10 per cent interest 
on the same has been rédeemed. 

All such corporations in Japan are re- 
quired to make an annual report of receipts 
and expenditures to the goverament.

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Directors of the Young Men’s Library 
Will Meet This Afterne:n. 


PROXIMITY OF A WASHHOUSE D:BATED 


It Is Claimed That the Steam and Smoke 
Will Damuge the Books—Then the! 
Aroma Will Not Be Sweet. 


Is the proximity of a steam laundry con- 
ducive to literary growth and aesthetic de- 
velopment? 

This is a subject for an interesting debate 
which will be held this afternoon at the 
Young Men’s Library. The subject is full 
of interest. All of the speakers are well 
known and thoroughly informed on all the 
bearings of the questions of the day. The 
Speakers on the affirmative side of this 
question will argue that a steam laundry 
has no effect whatever upon litérary or 
aesthetic development, The orators on the 
negative are potent allies of the 
theory that all high ideals are shat- 
tered by the proximity of such a plebeian 
Place, It will be one of the most exciting 
debates heard for some time at the Young 
Men's’ Library. 

Some time ago at a meeting of the direct- 
ors it was stated casually that a building to 
be used as a laundry wold be built next 
door. There was a gentle kick from some, 
but one of the best known directors said 
that there would be no trouble; that every- 
thing would be right, and there was no 
cause for alarm, 

So the building was allowed to go on with- 
out further objection. Since then some of 
the residents in that neighborhood have 
learned that a huge smoke stack will be 
erected, and that the atmosphere will be 
filled with soot, if the steam laundry runs. 

A petition has been circulated asking the 
council to take action in the matter, and 
prevent the erection of this building. In 
the meantime the matter has been called 
again to the attention of the directors of 
the Young Men’s Library. They have been 
shown that it will be greatly injurious to 
the books and fixtures of the library for the 
laundry to be so close, 

Be that as it may, the session of the board 
for this afternoon has been called, and there 
will be lively discussion. Some of _ the 
directors are much incensed over the mat- 
ter and look at it as a serious question, 

“Tt will be an outrage,” said one of the 
directors moving in the matter, “‘if this 
building is placed there Now there is 
no more pleasant place in the city than 
the Young Men’s Library. Should this 
laundry be put up it will be disagreeable 
beyond toleration. I wouldn’t like to sit in 
the library and read with the scent of boil- 
ing clothes floating all about or the dirt 
and soot falling all around. I shall ob- 
ject to this and fight it in every way.”’ 

President DeSaussure was seen yesterday 
afternoon. He said: 

“I cannot tell anything about this, The 
action of the directors cannot be anticipat- 
ed. They will meet this afternoon, but there 
is no saying what they will do.”’ 

It is understood that an urgent petition 
will be presented to the city council at their 
session Monday afternoon ask.ng that they 
take action in the matter. 

Messrs. Shumaker and Seltzer, who are 
building the laundry, state that they have 
‘a perfect right to erect the building and 
that it will in nowise interfere with any 


one.

Long Island 
sound’s sea serpent was in Hempstead 
harbor last night. 

The sea serpent, according to the state- 
ments of those who saw him, has gtown 
considerably since his first appea‘ance in 
the sound.

He was first observed by a yachting party 
of young men, and the longer they gazed at 
him the more the sea serpent became a 
monster.

Burrows, of 134 McDonough street, and 
Thomas Stokes, of Madison street, Brook- 
lyn, and several friends. They had just 
started out and were bound for Glen Cove 
brakewater. One of the party happened to 
look back and saw a long dark object in 
the water. The object seemed to be very 
wavy. He called the attenion of his com- 
panions to the object and they at once de- 
clared it to be the sea serpent. The serpent 
was coiled according to regulations and was 
evidently sleeping soundly. 

The boating party did not waste much 
time in trying ‘to get out of the way. 
The boat was put about and headed for 
shore. As the craft responded to her rud- 
der and swung around the sea serpent shook 
himself and with a mighty splash disap- 
peared from view. Expecting every min- 
ute that the monster would come up un- 
der the boat and wrap himself around it, 
the sailing party thought of home and their 
life insurance policies. 

During the afternoon a becalmed schooner 
anchored off Sea Clifi. Her skipper evident- 
ly anticipated what was to take place at 
night, for he anchored in a spot that made 
his vessel act as a background for the 
Sta setpent when he appeared to the view 
of the sailing party a second time. He had 
grown somewhat during his absence and had 
improved his wriggle, Then he stopped, 
and, stretching out at full length, which the 
party now estimates to be at least 100 
feet, lay perfectly still on the surface of 
the water. 

After resting sufficiently long for the 
yachtsmen to realize ‘fully his size, the 
serpent took another dive. Then he came up 
again and kept that performance up for 
some time, when he made for the sound. 

H. L. Lewis and R, P. Speed, who were 
on shore, say they saw the sea monster 
and are positive that they could not be mis- 
taken. 

The sea serpent has now been reported 
six times in Long Island sound. Once he 
lay off Mattinicock point, once off Oyster 
bay, once near City island and the other 
times off here and Northport. There is talk 
here of making an attempt to capture him.

Amendment to Rule No. 23 of the

Lumber. 


Rule No. 23 of the “‘Rules Governing the 
Transportation of Freight,” has been 
amended so as to read as follows: 


RULE 2 


“A ton of all articles enumerated, ex- 
cept scrap iron, is 2,000 pounds. A ton of 
scrap iron is 2,240 pounds. A car load is 
20,000 pounds, unless otherwise specified. 
For loads above 20,000 pounds prorate at 
car load rates charged. A car load of green 
wood is eight cords. A car load of dry wood 
is nine cords. A car load of lumber, and 
all articles embraced in lumber, is 24,000 
pounds. When lumber is loaded on two 
or more cars (lapped) and the total weight 
of the lumber thus shipped does not ex- 
ceed the aggregate marked capacity of the 
cars used the weight charged for shall not - 
exceed the actual weight of the lumber. 
A car load of any article enumerated in 
Class P., except wood and lumber and 
articles included in lumber, is 25,000 pounds, 
shippers to load and unload; rovided, 
that when a car is loaded over @@® marked 
capacity by the shipper at a flag station 
the railroad companies are left free to 
charge for the excess at a rate that will 
effectually stop a practice fraught with so 
much danger to life “and property.”

One of the Secretary’s Assumptions. 

We are of the opinion that Secretary 
Smith’s efforts to alarm the country peo- 
ple of Georgia by announcing in sten- 
torian tones that the free coinage of sil- 
yer will drive out 678 millions of gold, 
have proved to be a considerable fail- 
ure. All that the country people of Geor- 
gia have to do is to scratch their heads 
and consider the situation as it exists 
under the single gold standard. It has 
cost the tax payers of the country con- 
siderably more than two hundred mil- 
lions to maintain that standard, and 
two or three hundred millions in gold 
have already been driven out by it, with 
a fair prospect that two or three ‘hun- 
dred millions will follow suit as soon as 
fhe amiable Rothschilds and their agents 
feel that they are entitled to more bonds. 

Up to date the great bulk of the gold 
that has been driven out of the country 
during the past four years is a dead 
loss to business and to our volume of 
circulation. Under free coinage, silver 
would come in to take the place of gold 
that might be driven out, provided Sec- 
retary Smith’s remarks to the ¢country 
people of Georgia have the substance of 
prophecy in them. 

But if Secretary Smith is tright how 
would the gold go ouf and where would 
it go to? The most ignorant person 
who sat under his. voice must have 
known that his statement was a broad 
and barefaced assumption without a 
single fact to support it. 

Now the distinguishing trait of the 
country people of Georgia—and all our 
city folks have the same trait—is com- 
mon sense. Consequently any person 
with common sense. knows that one 
man’s assumption without facts to sup- 
port it is no better than another man’s 
assumption. Admitting for Secretary 
Smith’s sake that our small stock of 
gold would go out—what then? Would a 
metal so precious and so powerful here 
at home be given away? Is it possible 
that Wall street, which bows down @daily 
and worships the gold that is in its bank 
vaults, intends to make foreigners a 
present of*its gold? If so, it would be 
a queer termination to a very old con- 
troversy. If Wall street is ready to give 
its gold to foreigners why did Wall 
street fail to come to the relief of the 
treasury when, foreigners were raid- 
ing it? Why did Wall street insist that 
the people’s treasury should supply the 
foreign demand for gold if it is now 
ready as Secretary Smith insisfs,..to give 
its gold away in the event of the free 
coinage of silver? 

Herein lies the whole nub of the con- 
troversy. If Wall street is to give its 
gold away in the event of free coinage, 
then those who display such generosity 
are liable to experience the results of 
extravagance. But if Wall street pro- 
poses to get anything in return for its 
exported gold, why then the country will 
be just that much the richer, counting 
the acquisitien of silver as a money 
metal. 

Does Secretary Smith really believe 
that the gold syndicate, which has its 
headquarters in Wall street, is going to 
give away its gold? If not. where is 
the loss to come in? The fact is that 
Wall street will part with its gold for 
value received, or for something that it 
regards as of more value than the gold 
in hand. In that case the cguntry will 
be richer than éver; and another for- 
tunate thing will happen—the gold that 
goes to Europe from this country will 
be added to the stock of primary money 
over there. This will have a tendency 
to raise prices over there and this rise 
in prices in Europe will favorably af.- 
fect American products. 

The fact is that the country people of 
Georgia—including those Who have 
moved to the cities—are very long-head- 
ed. They perceive that Secretary Smith 
has given his whole case away when he 
Suggest} that the retirement of our 
small stock of gold money will contract 
the currency and cause a fall in prices. 
This is an important indorsement of the 
views of those who are in favor of the 
free coinage of silver and who contend 
that the demonetization of that metal as 
primary money has reduced by one-half 
the amount of money that is available 
for redemption purposes. Now if the re- 
tirement of our gold will have the ef- 
fect which Secretary Smith describes. 
it follows, as a matter of course, that 
our currency has been reduced since the 
demonetization act was passed by the 
republican party—an act that Secretary 
Smith is now begging the country people 
of Georgia to approve and indorse. 

We repeat again what we have so of- 
ten said before, that there is not a sin- 
gle rational argument in favor of the 
Single gold standard. Those who advo- 


cate it deal in assumption and deception 
and in nothing else, 
Elections This Year. 

In the year preceding a presidential 
campaign the state elections are always 
watched with interest, and all parties 
exert themselves to make the best pos- 
sible showing with a view to shaping 
public sentiment. 

This fall elections will be held in Iowa, 
Kansas, Kentueky, Maryland, Massachu- 
setts, Mississippi, Nebraska, New York, 
New Jersey, Ohio and Pennsylvania. 
Utah will enter the union with an elec- 
tion in November. 

The Massachusetts election does not 
attract much attention, as it is believed 
that the republicans will have an easy 
walk over. In Mississippi it is certain 
that the silver men will sweep the state 
and render the election of a free coinage 
senator a certainty, Indeed that is set- 
tled already. 

In Kentucky Senator Blackburn has 
carried most of the primaries for free 
silver, and it is already evident that the 
goldbugs are not in it. 

The democratic outlook in Ohio is not 
hopeful. The party is divided on the 
currency question. Although the ma- 
jority .of the people favor free silver, 
3rice and his barrel are giving the ad- 
ministration forces the strongest support, 
and a gold standard platform may be 
adopted. If so, the republicans will have 
a walk over. 

Pennsylvania is, of course, republican, 
Interest in the election centers upon the 
revolt against the autocratic methods of 
Senator Quay. 

In the other states there are no issues 
of special importance. 


The Exposition in Sight. 

Forty-seven days from this date the ex- 
position gates will swing open, and our 
big show will be in full blast. 

Now, forty-seven days is a very short 
time, and the exposition will be here be- 
fore we know it. Fortunately the build- 
ings and grounds are practically ready, 
and the work yet to be done can be 
finished in the course of the next six 
weeks.

The exposition is in sight. The build- 
ings, grounds, exhibits and visitors are 
showing up in good shape, but it is to 
be feared that our own people here at 
home are not ready. It will not do.to 
put everything off until the last mo- 
ment. If you desire to repaiy your prop- 
erty, ornament your houses, build addi- 
tional rooms, or equip yourselves for 
the entertainment of guests it will be 
cheaper to do it now than to wait a few 
weeks longer. 

Atlanta must get into her holiday cos- 
tume for the exposition. Our streets, 
public buildings, business blocks and 
residences must look their best the ,re- 
mainder of the year. We have the pret- 
tiest city in the south and now is the 
time to bring out her best points. 

Let us clear the decks, tuck our old 
rubbish out of sight, slap on the paint 
and whitewash, put. on our frills and get 
ready for the biggest dress parade in 
our history. The occasion is worth all 
the trouble and expense of getting ready 
for it. There has never been anyfhing 
like it before, and there may never be 
again. Remember, we have only forty- 
seven days before us!

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The International Farce. 

A while ago there was a great effort 
on the part of the strikers of the admin- 
istration to lead the people to beliere 
that an international conference was a 
matter of only a few months, and that 
such a conference would be followed by 
an international agreement restoring sil- 
ver as a part of the standard money 
of the world. 

Just at present, both the administra- 
tion strikers and their friends in Wall 
street are doing all they can to dissipate 
and counteract the views to which they 
gave currency a few months ago. Some 
of the treasury officials have recently 
been in England consorting and cau- 
cusing with the Rothschilds and they 
return with the stale information that 
the project of international bimetallism 
has been practically abandoned in 
Europe. 

This is thought of sufficient importance 
by the Washington correspondent of The 
New York Journal of Commerce to tele- 
graph to his paper. The importance of 
the announcement, however, resides 
solely in the fact that it affords ample 
and complete confirmation of the state 
ments made by The Constitution and 
other representatives of the people to 
the effect that all talk about interna- 
tional bimetallism was a fraud on the 
face of it and intended to deceive the 
voters of the country. 

There never has been the slightest de- 
sire or purpose on the part of the Cleve- 
land administration to bring about an 
international agreement, and if there 
had been any  likelthood of such an 
agreement, Mr. Cleveland and his office 
holding supporters would have set their 
faces firmly against it. No sensible 
man can doubt that. 

Out of Mr. Cleveland’s attitude toward 
silver grows all the talk about a third 
term. That talk is not confined to the 
toadies who want to show their grati- 
tude for favors received, but belongs to 
the intention and purpose of the gold 
sharks and mofley lenders who are in- 
terested in doubling debts and in de 


preciating the price of the products of | 


human labor. This element is perfeetly 
well acquainted with Mr. Cleveland’s 
attitude toward silver—was acquainted 
with his views before it brought about 
bis renomination—and it is anxious to 
run him in for a third term, being con- 
fident that no other American can be 
found who is reckless enough to defy 
the public opinion of the country. 

The talk about a. third term began in 
Wail street, and while it may not end 
there, the fact is sufficient, neverthe- 
less, to give the people another full- 
length view, if that were necessary, of 
the conspiracy against their prosperity. 

The treasury representatives, who 


were sent to England for the purpose of | 
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consent to bimetallism in any shape, 
have now returned with the stale in- 
telligence that Europe has practically 
abandoned the movement in favor of 
international bimetallism. That was a 
movement which was abandoned before 
it was begun, for there was never any 
hope that the European governments— 
all of them being’ controlled by the 
Rothschilds and ‘the other leading bank- 
ers—could be prevailed upon to enter 
into any such agreement. An interna- 
tional conference was as far as they 


would go, but the money sharks always | 


took care that the majority of delegates 
should be composed of men who are in 
favor of the single gold standard. 

We are told by the treasury representa- 
tives who have just returned from 
Europe that the capitalists over there 
are very much worked up over the vari- 
ous silver conventions that have been 
held in this country recently. They are 
nervous and worried, and nothing, it is 
said, will ease their pains but a declara- 
tion on the part of the incoming repub- 
lican congress against the free coinage 
of silver, It is to be feared that these 
foreign capitalists will have a long and 
an aggravated spell of the mollygrubs, 
for, although the republicans have a ma- 
jority of 100 in the next house, the gold- 
bugs have no such majority; and, by th. 
time congress meets the public senti- 
ment of the country will be so unmistak- 
able that we doubt if even the republi- 
can goldbugs will dare to originate or 
support such a declaration. 

But we shall see what we shall see. 


Jefferson on Property. 

One hundred years ago, when Thomas 
Jefferson was in Paris watching the 
progress of the French revolution, he 
cume to the conclusion that it was a 
great evil to allow a few people in a 
country to hold or control the bulk of 
the property. 

In a letter written at that time to ‘iis 
friend, the Rev. James Madison, Jef- 
ferson said: 

I am conscious that an equal division of 
property is impracticable, but the conee- 
quences of this enormous inequality pro- 
duce great misery to the bulk of 
mankind. Legislators cannot invent too 
many devices for subdividing property, only 
taking care to let the subdivisions go 
hand in hand with. the natural affections of 
the human mind. The descent of properiy 
of every kind, therefore, to all the children, 
or to all the brothers and sisters, or other 
relations, in equal degree, is a politic meas- 
ure, and a practicable one. Awother means 
of silently lessening the inequality of prop- 
erty is to exempt all from taxation below 
a certain point, and to tax the higher por- 
tions or property in geometrical progres- 
sion as they rise. Whenever there is in 
any country uncultivated lands and unem- 
ployed poor, it is clear that the laws of 
property have been so far extended as to 
violate natural right. The earth is given 
as @ common stock for man to !abor and 
live on. If for the encouragement of in- 
dustry we allow it to be appropriated, we 
must take care that other employment be 
provided to those exeluded from the ap- 
propriation. If we do not, the fundamental 
right to labor the earth returns to the un- 
employed. It is too soon yet in our coun- 
try to say that every man who cannot find 
employment, but who can find uncultivated 
land shall be at liberty to cultivate it, pay- 
ing a moderate rent. But it is not too soon 
to provide by every possible means that as 
few as possible shall be without a little 
portion of land. The small landholders are 
the most precious part of a state. 

It is to be feared that we are drifting 
away from these ideas of the father of 
American democracy. We have killed 
the income tax, and our whole tax sys- 
tem bears more heavily upon the poor 
than it does upon the rich. 

We have adopted Jefferson’s ideas as 
to the descent of property, but we allow 
great corporations and alien landlords to 
hold more than their fair share of the 
lands of the country. Everything pos- 
sible should be done to make ii easy for 
a poor man to get a home or a farm.

An Exceptional Case. 

The Raleigh News and Observer, 
speaking of a North Carolina preacher 
who is very unpopular on account of his 
extreme views and harsh language, says 
of him: 

It seems that he was possessed of a large 
estate, but has given it all to the church 
and to the poor, and is now a very poor 
man. Criticise a man as you may, and 
let him commit great indiscretions, there is 
something about a spirit so unselfish that 
evokes our highest admiration. In an age 
when some preachers have got the craze 
for money, it is refreshing to find a man 
who literally obeys the injunction, ‘““Go and 
sell all that thou hast and give to the poor. 
and thou shalt have treasure in heaven; 
and come and follow me.”’ There should be 
a large measure of charity for a man who 
has made himself poor in his devotion to 
his church and in his love for the human 
race. If he has fallen into bigotry and 
harshness, let his lofty altruism erect a 
barrier against our meting out severe de- 
nunciation to him. 


The conduct of this preacher shows 
that if he is a bigot he is an honest one. 
It is impossible to doubt the sincerity of 
a reformer who strips himself of his 
riches for the benefit of the poor, and 
devotes himself to a work in which he 
cannot expect either popularity or pecu- 
niary reward. 

If the North Carolinians have such a 
preacher among them they should deal 
with his excess of zeal in a tolerant 
spirit. It may be that a broader experi- 
ence will enable him to correct his mis- 
takes and see his duty in a clearer light. 

A community should be willing to bear 
a good deal of scolding from a reformer 
who voluntarily distributes his estate 
among the poor. Such a man undoubt- 
edly acts according to his conscientious 
convictions. 


Absurd Exaggerations. 

There seems to be a disposition in cer- 
tain quarters to stir up prejudice against 
the south and her great exposition. 

The other day a report gained eur- 
rency in the west to the effect that the 
charges in Atlanta would be extortionate 
during the exposition. We took the mat- 
ter up and showed how ridiculous it 
was. The people of Atlanta have com- 
mon sense enough to know that high 
charges would keep visitors away and 
would leave them with no patronage 
and no profits.

WON AS A MAN OF ELOQUENCE 


He Will Occupy :the Pulpit Until 
Conference Meets This Fall. 


fig NAME SUGGESTED BY DR. HEIDT 


Bishop Keener Will Make the Appvoint- 
ment in Due Form—Dr. Hopkins 
Out of The City. 


Dr. I. 8. Hopkins has been named as the 
pastor of Trinity Methodist church to suc- 
ceed Dr. R. J. Bigham. 

His name was suggested to Bishop 
Keener by Dr. J. W. Heidt, presiding elder, 
last Monday. 

The announcement of Dr. Bigham’s resig- 
nation in yesterday morning's Constitution 
created something of a sensation in reli- 
gious circles, The brilliant young pastor 
had occupied the pulpit for only a few 
months and every one had predicted for 
him a long and useful career of service in 
the church to which he had been assigned 
by the conference. 

His promotion, however, to the office of 
secretary of the Methodist board@f educa- 
tion is gratifying to the members of his 
congregation and to his many warm per- 
sonal friends in this city. 

Yesterday morning Dr. I. S. Hopkins, the 
president of the Technological school, was 
designated as Dr. Bigham’s” successor, 
though the appointment has not as yet been 
officially declared. 

As soon as the resignation of Dr. Bigham 
was tendered officially the presiding elder 
of the South Atlanta district, Dr. John W. 
Heidt, immediately announced the fact by 
letter to Bishop Keener, of the southern 
college of bishops, and suggested the name 
of Dr. I. S. Hopkins. 

Under the circumstances this suggestion 
elder, who is the chief 
conference, operates 
to warrant the bish- 
op’s appointment of Dr, Hopkins. It is, 
therefore, assured that Dr. Hopkins will 
be the next pastor of Trinity church. 

This appointment will not interfere with 
the duties of Dr. Hopkins as the president 
of the Technological school. He will con- 
tinue to preside over the fortunes of that 
institution as heretofore, and will not be 
required to give up but a small portion of 
his time. He will occupy the pulpit on 
Sunday mornings and evenings and will 
also conduct the weekly prayer meetings, 
and take such charge of the church as 
usually devolves upon the pastor. | 

The appointment of Dr. Hopkins gives 
universal satisfaction. For many years 
this gifted educator has been recognized 
as one of the leading divines of the south- 
ern Methodist church. As the president 
of Emory college, several years ago, he 
gained national distinction and subsequent- 
ly as the president of the Technological 
school he has added to his laurels as an 
educator of young men. 

Everybody Is Delighted. 

Dr. Hopkins is a general favorite with 
Atlanta churchgoers. He is a deep think- 
@and a profound theological student. His 
sermons are logical, ornate and brilliant. 
They are burnished with spiritual beauty 
and breathe the redolence of genuine gos- 
pel inspiration. : 

In speaking of the appointment of Dr. 
Hopkins, yesterday afternoon, a leading 
officer in the church said: 

“The people of Trinity are very much 
pleased with the appointment. If my own 
wishes had been consulted as to a pas- 
tor, I could not have made a better selec- 
tion. My choice of all the Methodist preach. 
ers in Georgia would have been Dr. Hop- 
kins. The congregation deeply regrets 
the resignation of Dr. Bigham. He has 
made a splendid pastor and has given gen- 
etal satisfaction to all the members of 
the church and congregation. He resigns, 
however, to accept a higher position and 
one that carries with it a greater weight 
of responsibility. He will have various im- 
portant duties to perform, but his quali- 
fications are such as to insure their faith- 
ful performance.” 

Dr. Bigham will continue to fill the pul- 
pit of Trinity church until the middle of 
August. He has written a letter to Bishop 
Keener asking to be relieved at that time. 
The request of the secretary will, no doubt, 

granted by the bishop. 
Dr. Hopkins at Camilla. 

Dr. Hopkins has been informed of his ap- 
Dointment to fill the pulpit of Trinity 
church, but his acceptance will not be ten- 
Gered until he is formally notified by the 
bishop. 

An effort to find Dr. Hopkins yesterday 
afternoon, disclosed the fact that he had 
left the city for Camilla, Ga. He will likely 
return to the city this afternoon. 

It comes from good authority that Dr. 
Hopkins will accept the appointment. He 
has frequently served the Methodist 
churches of the city during his connection 
with the Technological school, and his ser- 
mons have always been delivered to im- 
mense congregations.

LOOKS BAD FOR JANES. 


He Is Wanted in Augusta, and Detec- 
tives Think He Is a Crook. 

T S. Janes, the young white man who 
has been under arrest at police headquar- 
ters for two or three days charged with 
larceny, has turned out to be one of the 
smoothest citizens the detectives have dealt 
with in sometime, according to .Captain 
Wright. He is alleged to be a crook of the 


first class. 

The detectives have recovered two watches 
said to have been stolen by Janes in Au- 
gusta about three weeks ago. The officers 
are also on track of other stuff which it is 


alleged Janes disposed of. 

The young man takes his imprisonment 
with a high degree of indifference and says 
that he will be satisfied, if they don’t hang 
him. He was arrested several days ago 
charged with entereing the room of a rail- 
road man at the Metropolitan hotel 
and stealing a watch and é i =$1.40 in 
money. The watch was recovered but Janes 
is said to have thrown the money away 
before he was arrested, He has been Kept 
in the station house since his arrest, the 
officers deciding to hold him until his ac- 
tions could be looked imto, and the longef 
they have held him the deeper the young 
man gets into trouble. 

Was Arrested in Chattanooga. 

Janes is the game man who is alleged to 
have stolen a fine watch and diamond stud 
from Mr. Bergstrom, the confectioner, at 
the latter’s boarding house on South Pryor 
street one night last April. The watch and 
stud were recovered, Janes being identified 
as the man who had them. He is said to 
have pawned the watch in Birminghanf soon 
after his disappearance from Atlanta short- 
ly after, the burglary and went from Bir- 
mingham to Chattanooga. 

Janes was arrested, as stated, and brought 
to Atlanta and for seyeral weeks he ree 
mained in jail, finally getting out in some 
mysterious manner unknown to the detec- 
tives. It seems that when the grand jury 
investigated the case it found a true bill 
against Janes for the larceny of Mr. Berg- 
strom’s property, but the young man had 
left for parts unknown when the indictment 
was placed in the hands of the officers. 
Nothing further was heard of the man un- 
til. about July 2ist, when Chief Connolly 
received a letter from Augusta inclosing a 
description of a lot of articles stolen from 
boarding houses in that city. The letter 
was signed by M. Kelley, an Augusta detec- 
tive, and stated that suspicion rested on a 
young man named Janes. 

Detectives Looney and Barrett are thor- 
oughly convinced that he is a badly wanted 
man in more than ome place. During the 
day the detectives recovered the watches 
stolen in Augusta and located the pistol. 
A pawnbroker in the city got the pistol from 
Janes, it is said, and sold it. 

Yesterday Mr. L. C. Ward, night. editer 
of the A. N. Kellogg Newspaper Company, 
called at police headquarters 


who he discovered in his room at the Tal- 
madge house last Sunday morning about 4 
o'clock. Mr. Ward said Janes claimed to 
have entered the room by mistake. 


A NARROW ESCAPE, 


A Negro Laborer Got His Head Caught 
by an Elevater. 

Henry Wesley, a negro laborer in the 
employ of Mr. J. G. Thrower, the contrac- 
tor, had a@ narrow’ escape from instant 
death yesterday afternoon. His head and 
face were badly bruised and scratched by 
an elevator in the rear of the new Vena- 
ble building on Alabama street. 

Wesley was at work on the sixth floor of 
the building and for some cause leaned 
out of one of the windows in the rear of 
the building. As he did so one of the ele- 
vators used for lifting material to the top 
of the building was coming dewn and 
caught the back of his head, mashing it 
against the window sill and badly injuring 
the negro. His head was bruised consid- 
erably and the contact of his face against 
the sill scratched and tore it frightfully. 
Wesley was picked up and taken to the 
street and later sent to his home at No. 71 
Wells street, where he was given medical 
attention. He was not unconscious at any 
time, but was dangerously injured, 

Mr. Thrower, who was at the building 
at the time, said that the escape from 
death was almost miraculous. 


ARRESTED IN GREENVILLE. 


A. J. Bibb, Wanted in Atlanta, Ar- 
rested There Yesterday. 

A. J. Bibb, a white man, was under ar- 
rest at Greenville, S. C., yesterday. Bibb 
is wanted in Atlanta on at least two 
charges, it is said, and he will likely be 
brought back to this city in a day or two. 

Yesterday morning Chief Connolly re 
cefved a telegram: from R. H. Kennedy, 
chief of police of Greenville, S. C., stating 
that he had had Bibb under arrest but that 
te got out on a writ of habeas corpus. The 
chief also stated that a warrant should be 
sent to the sheriff for Bibb. During the 
day Chief Connolly took out requisition 
papers all a warrant and forwarded the 
latter to Greenville last night, “which will 
likely result in Bibb’s rearrest today if he 
was released in Greenville yesterday, It is 
possible that the man was detained by the 
sheriff until the arrival of a warrant. 

A woman called on Chief Connolly yester- 
day and stated that she wanted the man 
arrested and prosecuted, she claiming to 
have been mistreated by Bibb before he 
left Atlanta.

A Witness Arrested for Perjury Makes a 
Sensational AMdayit. 


SAIS THSRE WAS A CONSPIRACY 


Intimates That the Defense in the 
Myers Case Made a Tool of Him. 


HAD ATTACKED A JUROR IN THE CASE 


Mre Moyers Says That the Affidavit Caus- 
ing the ‘'rouble Had Nct Been Filed. 
Denied by Colonel Gienn. 


Incidentally, the Myers case has taken a 
decidedly spicy turn and sensational side 
scenes among the jurors and several wit- 
hesses make it quite interesting, 

William F. Aikin was one of those who 
made affidavit concerning Fred Muller, the 
juror alleged to be prejudiced by the de- 
fense in their motion for a new trial. 

Because of this affidavit yesterday Aikin 
was taken under the sheltering care of 
Bailiff Ray, who journeyed with him to the 
office of Justice Bloodworth, where he, 
AiKin, was wanted for perjury. 

Dazed, amazed, stupefied Aikin asked that 
Colonel W. C. Glenn, representing Muller, 
be sent for. Then he made a counter afli- 
davit declaring that he was not responsi- 
ble for the affidavit charged to him, that he 
was taken in charge by Eugene Pelot, a 
man well known, and while in a drunken 
condition forced to sign the paper, 

Sunday papers relative to the hearing of 
the new trial for Myers were filed. Among 
these were the aflidavits concerning two 
jurors who were said to have expressed 
themselves regarding the guilt of Myers 
before his last trial. Fred Muller was one 
of the jurors thus attacked. 

The affidavit of Aikin was directed

Following is the full affidavit: 

“Georgia, Fulton county: Personally came 
William i’. Aikin, who says on oath: 1 re-

He was there a con- 
siderable time, to my knowledge, during 
the giving in of the evidence.

When the papers in the case were given 
to the attorneys Sunday this affidavit was 
also handed in to Colonel W. C. Glenn, rep- 
resenting the state, 

It was not intended by Mr. Moyers, so 
he states, to be considered a part of the 
case. He had thought of filing it with the 
other papers but decided to let it go over 
for a few days. 

It was understeod by Colonel Glenn yes- 
terday that the Aikin affidavit had been 
filed, The firm of Glenn & Kountree, repre- 
senting Fred Muller, were calied to look 
into the matter. 

Later in the afternoon a warrant Was 
taken out by Muller against Aikin charg- 
ing*perjury, He was taken to the office of 
Judge Bloodworth for the purpose of giv- 
ing bond. 

While there Aikin sent for Colonel Glenn 
and informed him that he had something 
to pay. 

The lawyer wanted to know what it was, 

“I didn’t make that affidavit. I was 
forced to sign it. I was drunk at the time. 
It is false,’’ explained the prisoner. 

He was asked if he would make an affi- 
davit to that effect. 

Aikin consented, and swore to the follow- 
ing paper:

I never intended it to 
be. I thought there was something weak 
about it at first, and instead of filing it 
simply sent a copy to Mr. Glenn as a mat- 
ter of courtesy. I have no connection with 
any perjury case that might spring up on 
the outside,” 

Colonel Glenn says that he considered 
the affidavit a part of the case, and was 
informed by Mr. Moyers that it would be 
filed yesterday. 

In the meantime the preliminary hearing 
of Aikin is pending, and the charge he has 
brought against Detective Pelot remains.

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Two Neighbors Have Spicy Dealings 
with Bach Other, 


CAN'T ESTABLISH THEIR LAND LINE 


Each Claims That the Other Is Attempt- 
ing To Buiida Fenceinthe Wrong 
Place—A Peaca Warrant Secured. 


Two long lines of post holes across a large 
tract of land, a lot of tangled barbed wire 
and several loads of posts tell the story of 
a lively scerie yesterday morning near the 
county line of Fulton and DeKalb, in which 
two civil engineers, a carpenter and a bai- 
liff had parts. ; 

A peace warrant on file in the office of 
Justice of the Peace Foute substantiates the 
facts connected with the affair. 

Several years ago Mrs. Colquitt made 4 
deed to Messrs. Morbiand & Speer, cov- 
ering a lot of land located near her resi- 
dence on the old turnpike road, in the 
eastern limits of the county. This land was 
in turn deeded by Moreland & Speer to 
Mr. W. 8. Larendon. In copying the word- 
ing of the deed in which the property was 
described, a mistake was made, and the 
starting point, instead of being from the 
county line, was written so as to read that 
it started from the intersection of a road 
that is located about eleven feet fromthe 
county line and the original line of the land 
lot. This technicality has been the source 
of a long and hotly contested warfare be- 
tweep the possessor of the property and the 
owner of the adjoining land. The property 
was short just eleven feet, and many et- 
forts have been made to establish the cor- 
rect line. This question which has been 
unsettled for several years was the direct 
cause of the trouble that occurred yester- 
day morning. 

Captain Boyd, the well-known traveling 
man, was the party to whom this deed was 
made, and adjoining his'land is the proper- 
ty of Mr. Larendon. When Mr. Larendon 
purchased his lot, he determined to fence 
the property in with a high fence, and be- 
ginning at his line next to Captain Boyd, 
he measured off the exact number of feet 
that his deed called for, and began the con- 
struction of the fence next to the property 
of Mrs. Colquitt. Mr. Larendon was prompt- 
ly enjoined by Mrs. Colquitt, so the story 
goes, as the fence was claimed to have 
been located on her property. When this 
procedure was brought to the knowledge 
of Mr. Larendon he removed the fence and 
placed it just eleven feet back. Then count- 
ing back from this newly made line, it 
was discovered that he would take in that 
number of feet from the land of Captain 
Boyd. 

Captain Boyd at once made a kick against 
‘this and referred Mr. Larendon to the deed, 
in which the number of feet of his property 
was given and the starting points stated. 
Then it was discovered that the mistake 
had been made in the writing of the deed 
and instead of starting at the road it should 
have started from the county line, just elev- 
en feet further back, But as the adjoining 
property had been since sold and deeded, 
it was apparent that it was too late to 
remedy the matter by changing the deed. 
Thus matters stood uwmtil recently, when 
Captain Boyd begun the. erection of a fence 
on the property next to him. To this Mr. 
Larendon objected, and by mutual consent 
it was decided between the neighbors that 
the matter would stand in statu quo until 
it was seen what could be done. 

Captain Boyd left a few days ago for 
New York, and left with Mr. Baylor,” the 
civil engineer, instructions that if Mri Lar- 
endon attempted to rebuild the fence that 
had been started several months ago, 
he should also begin the erection of his 
fence. Tuesday afternoon Mr. Baylor was 
informed that Mr. Larendon was at work 
upon his fence, and acting under tne in- 
structions of Captain Boyd, Mr. Bavlor 
made preparations to begin the work upon 
the captain’s fence, Early yesterday morn- 
ing Mr. Baylor, accompanied by a carpenter 
by the name of Martin. went out to the 
property. It was not yet day, and 1t was the 
intention of Mr. Baylor to complete the 
fence before daylizht. The carpenter went 
to work with a will, and was making rapid 
progress Wien Mr. Larendon, awakened 
from his sleep by the noise made by the 
builders, appeared upon the scene and in 
no uncertain words demanded that the 
work be stopped. Before the apnearance of 
Mr. Larenmdon, however, Mr. Baylor Rad 
returned to the city and the carpenter, left 
alone, was badly frightened, and returning 
to the city, stated that Mr. Larendon had 
appeared with a shotgun in his hands. 
and demanded that he either cease work or 
face the gun. The work was stopped. 

Before Justice of the Peace Foute yester- 
day morning a peace warrant was taken 
out against Mr. Larendon by the man Mar- 
tin, and the paper was signe by Mr. J. C. 
Simnions. 

Here the matter rests. 

It is not known how the auestion will be 
decided, but as Mr. Boyd has been wired of 
the circumstances, it is very probable that 
he will return to the city and take the nec. 
essary steps to have the line defined.

MORE INCLINATION TO BUY COTTON 


The Stock Market Closed Strong To Buoy- 
ant, Missouri Pacific Leading the Ad- 
vance— W beat a Shade Lower. 


(New York, July 31.—The early trading 
Was quiet and the course of prices very 
irregular at the stock exchange. The An- 
thracite Coalers, the Grangers and a few 
other prominent issues were inclined to 
weakness, but Tennessee Coal, Missouri 
Pacifid and Lead ‘were firm. fin the 
Grangers, considerable Burlington and 
Quincy was sold for the account of one 
of the newly formed pools styling itself a 
trust and there were also some liquidating 
sales in Sugar attr-buted to the Wormsers, 
The latter rumor received but little cred- 
ence in usually well-informed circles. Ef- 
forts were made by the professional traders 
to bring about a material reaction, and 
the argument advanced by them was that 
the upward movement had been carr‘ed too 
far, considering that the bull campaign is 
based entirely on the belief that the har- 
vest, and espectally of corn, will be 
enormous this year. The attempts to dis- 
lodge long stock proved futile, however, 
and in the last hour there was a complete 
change of front on the part of traders, 
who almost to a man arrayed themselves 
on the bull side. As a result, business was 
more active than at any other time of 
the day and prices bounded up rapidly. 
The stocks most prominent in the late rise 
were ‘Missouri Pacific, the Grangers, Sugar, 
Chicago Gas, Tobacco and Un.on Pacific. 
Missouri Pacific rose 2% to 37%; St. Paul, 
1% to 74%; Rock Island, 2 to 79%; Burling- 
ton and Quincy, 1%; Northwest, % to 102; 
Chicago Gas, 2% to 57%; Sugar, 15% to 116%; 
Tobacco, 1% to 112, and the remainder of 
the list % to % per cent.

Financial Gossip. 
From The New York Stockholder. 

There should be no hesitation in taking 
profits in the Granger stocks after Mon- 
day’s unfavorable June statements notwith- 
Standing the admitted favorable crop out- 
look. The corn s:tuation is, of course, a le- 
gitimately bullish influence, but the crop 
itself is by no means a certainty, There 
is still the possibility of damage. 

On the other hand, in June statements, 
we have something tangible—evidence of 
current conditions. Take:-St. Paul. By de- 
creasing its operating expenses $273,000 it is 
abie to report an increase in net of $159,v00, 
The percentage of operating expenses to 
the gross was astonishingly low—only 50%. 

Burlington increased its operating ex- 
penses $49,000, decreased “n net $47,000, while 
the deficit after charges was $51,000, against 
a surplus a year ago of $5,000, The per- 
centage of operating expenses was 67%, one 
that makes St. Paul's appear ridiculously 
small, an unreasonable tax on intelligent 
credulity. 

Speculation Monday continued to be fa- 
vorably influenced by the crop situation, 
easy money and an active demand for 
bonds at advancing prices. Dealings in the 
latter aggregated $2,700,000 with Atchison 
and Northern Pacific the conspicuous feat- 
ures. Trangactions in stocks feoted up 29,- 
0CO shares and resulted in a general advance, 

It was gratifying that the market devel- 
oped distinct evidences of broaden’ng out. 
Western Union, Louisville and Nashville 
and Northwest were all active and 
higher. So was Atchison, showing that the 
interests identified wth it are participat- 
ing in the present movement. 

The important news of the day did not 
materialize until near the close, when it 
was announced that the bond synidicate 
had restored the gold reserve by depositing 
in exchange for greenbacks $2,000,000 of the 
yellow metal, This brought the reserve up 
to $107,000,000, and is a sufficient indication 
that the syndicate will protect it. 

We still believe thut in the Granger 
stocks realizing sales are in order, while in 
the low priced solvent shares, purchases 
may be made on concessions, as local oper- 
ators are now active in them with the ob- 
ject of establishing a higher range of quo- 
tations. Both Missouri Pacific and Wabash 
preferred reached on Monday the best prices 
on the advance, the former selling above 
35, the latter around 22. 

Sentiment is favorable to Ch'rago Gas, 
and that stock should do to buy on reac- 
tions. The street, as will be recalled, was 
very bullish on it a few weeks ago in the 
70's. Itis now down 20 points.. Stock weak- 
lv held has been shaken out and passed 
into strong hands, while earnings make a 
very goo! showing. A stock on whch 5 per 
cent is being earned does not look dear in 
the 50's. 

The conspicuous international stock was 
Louisville and Nashville which, on active 
dealings, scored a sharp advance to 61%. 
This movement was foreshadowed by us on 
July 23d. When referring to the propertvy’s 
surroundings and prospects, the price be- 
ing then about 59, the follow!nge was printed 
in this column: 

“Our readers will recall some of the ad- 
verse points we made on Louisville and 
Nashville when a few years ago it sold in 
the 80's. and how, during the subsequent 
fall to the 40's. the weakness of the proper- 
ty and the causes thereof were from time 
to time dilated unon in these columns. Part 
of our criticism was baced on the iniudicious 
financiering of the company’s affairs and 
its unsatisfactory methods of keeping ac- 
counts. £ 

“There were also the coincident and ad- 
verse conditions of paralysis in the iron in- 
dustry, a heavy decline in the price of pig 
iron to the lowest level on record. a coin- 
cident fall in the price of cotton—all result- 
ant in low. freight rates, Effect: Louis- 
ville in February, 186%, suspended dividends 
For that which brought it to the non-divi- 
dend basis reverse conditions have now 
been substituted. 

‘‘We, therefore, take the position that this 
Syndicate stock is a purchase. The finan- 
ciering and the bookkeeping have changed 
so radically that they now compare favor- 
ably with those of standard properties. In- 
stead of prostration in the iron business 
there are phenomenal activity and ma- 
terially higher prices, Instead of 5-cent 
cotton we have the 7-cent article.”’ 

Sugar was the active Industrial, aboyt 
the only one of this group deserving spe- 
cial mention. It advanced on large dealings 
and Mr. Willett, of Willett & Gray, who 
was very bearish on the certificates in the 
recent drop from 120 to 105, was quoted as 
saying in continuation of hfs recent inter- 
views on Sugar stock published by The Bos- 
ton News Bureau: 

“Sherlock Holmes, who was taking sound- 
ings, informs me that ‘Hard-a-lee’ was call- 
ed at $105 and the course changed. The 
luffing around $110 to $112 was to take a few 
cabin passengers on board. The craft is 
now well under weigh again, and will prob- 
ably fetch $130 or upwards on this. tack, Vol- 
untary passengers can get aboard, but 
should take center seats on deck and keep 
quiet. If they are near the sides a sudden 
5-point lurch may send them overboard, as 
usual, The regular helmsman has the helm 
and fairly good time for summer weather 
should be made on this course. 

“Six months of business this year, 1895, 
to July ist, is secured, and if I mistake not, 
it shows pretty well, possibly sufficient to 
pay the entire year’s dividends on prefer- 
red and common stock, leaving the rest uw 
the year’s profits entirely for common 
stock, although it is not well to contem- 
plate an extra d-vidend quite yet. Indepen- 
dent of the Sugar stock manipulation, but 
in harmony with it on an up course, is the 
outlook for a prosperous business for re- 
finers during the next twelve months. We 
have seen nothing like it in very many 
years, The Cuban news comes worse and 
worse, and the next crop is entirely at the 
mercy of the insurgents. who have threat- 
a to burn plantations if any sugars are 
made.”

Occasionally 
manufacturers, however, are sufficiently 
anxious for business to accept orders 
which, under normal conditions, they would 
incontinently refuse, while others accept 
business at a loss which is not greater 
than would be incurred by allowing their 
looms to remain idie. The difficulty in se- 
curing satisfactory employment for the 
looms throw a gloom over the yarn market, 
in which the experience of sellers is ‘most 
discouraging. The spindles that are gener- 
ally engaged, in producing yarns from 
American cotton are running full time, 
while the takings are much under the cur- 
rent proguction. Unless the demand for 
this product develops very soon the ne- 
cessity for curtailing the supply will be- 
come imperative.” )

Standing in front of the Atlanta Trust 
and Banking Company’s place of business, 
on, the corner of Broad and Alabama streets, 
about 10:30 o’clock yesterday morning, with 
a pistol in his hand, J. R. Tolleson request- 
ed James R. Cooper, receiving teller of the 
bank, not to come to. him.

The trouble between the two bank men 
came about on account of the refusal of 
Mr. Cooper to receive-a.check for deposit 
signed by Mr. Tolleson. It was on the 
Empire State bank and called for the sum 
of $1. The check was given the Ejkin- 
Watson Drug Company by Mr. Tolleson, 
and offered by a member of that firm as 
part of a deposit in the Atlanta Trust and 
Banking Company’s bank yesterday morn- 
ing. 

Had a Difference Before. 

It seems that there has been a difference 
between Mr. Cooper and Mr. Tolleson for 
some time. Some months ago Mr. Cooper 
declined to receive for deposit a check sign- 
ed by Mr. Tolleson, and some warm words 
were passed between tne two gentiemen 
at that time. 

Mr. Cooper says that about a year ago 
the Atlanta Trust and Banking Company 
had some trouble with checks given by Mr. 
Tolleson and at the time a general order not 
to receive Tolleson’s checks was issued by 
Cashier McCord, of the bank. Acting under 
that order he turned down several of Mr. 
Tolleson’s checks some time ago and did so 
yesterday morning under the same instruc- 
tionss 

Mr. Tolleson says that Mr. Cooper’s re- 
fusal to take his checks was simply from 
spite and that no other employe of the At- 
lanta Trust and Banking Company has de 
clined to receive his checks for deposit 
just as checks on other banks are received 
every day when indorsed by -esponsible 
depositors. 

Turned the Check Down. 

Yesterday morning Mr. Watson, 
Elkin-Watson Company, went to the

Cooper, the receiving teller, informed him 
that the Tolleson check could not be taken. 

Mr. Watson took the check back and scnt 
it to Mr. Tolleson by one of his clerks with 
the statement of the receiving teller of the 
Atlanta Trust and Janking Company. 
When the check was presented to Mr. Tol- 
s.c8on he set out to investigate the inatter. 
When he reached the bank he asked Mr. 
Erwin, the assistant cashier, about it, also 
Mr. McCord, the cashier, The latter gen- 
tleman informed Mr. Tolleson that he had 
once issued a general order that his checks 
be not received. 

Wanted a Personal Settlement. 

Mr. McCord said that he would bring the 
matter before the board of directors at its 
reeting in the afternoon, whereupon 
Mr. Tolleson said that he would settle the 
matter with Mr. Cooper personally, WalK- 
ing to the front of the window where the 
receiving teller was at work Mr. Tolleson 
asked him when he could be seen outside. 
Mr. Cooper replied that he could be seen 
right then.

Often 500 ne- 
groes to a single white man, and yet 
through these dusky throngs the women 
and children walked in perfect safety and 
the unprotected homes rested in peace. Un- 
marshaled the black battalions moved pa- 
tiently to the fields in the morning to feed 
the grmies their idleness would have 
@tarved, and at night gathered anxiously 
at the Bic house to ‘hear the news from 
marster,’ though conscious that his vic- 
tory made their chains enduring. Every- 
where humbly and kindly; the bodyguard of 
the helpless; the rough companion of the 
little ones; the observant friend; the silent 
sentry in his lowly cabin; the shrewd 
counselor. And when the dead came home, 
a mourner at the open grave. A thousand 
torches would have disbanded every south- 
ern army, but not one was lighted.

BRIDGE COMMITTEE IS QUITE BUSY 


There Are Portions of the City Which 
Want More .,Light and Are Asking 
for It—The Prison Committee. 


The general council will meet next Mon- 
day and it will be the first meeting that 
body has had since July 15th. 

It rarely happens that three weeks inter- 
vene between meetings of the general 
council and when it does the next session is 
one full of business and hard work. 

The papers which went through the lust 
meeting of the general council and. were 
referred to the various standing committees 
are still out and so far little work has been 
done on them, as the members of the com- 
mittees knew that they had an abundance 
of time in which to work. But from now 
until the last of the week the committees 
will be kept busy, and when the council 
meets there will be a great amount of pusi- 
ness for the body to transact. 

The school committee, Mr. Broyles, cnair- 
man, will have an interesting paper to 
present for the consideration of council. ihe 
paper will show the condition of the public 
schools as they will appear when the rchoel 
term begins next month. The information 
upon which the paper is based was secured 
from the members of the building commit- 
tee of the board of education and the other 
members of that body who have been giving 
the coming scholastic year a careful con- 
sideration. The report will show that the 
grammar schools will open with a larger 
crowd than ever before and that it will be 
necessary to bar many of the children trom 
the schools or to open an overflow school, 
The paper will advocate the new scaool 
and will go so far as to suggest that all 
of the schools of the city which are not 
now of full grade be made so at once, 
and that a school in which those who cannot 
be given seats be arranged for their benent, 
The paper will show the cost of the ecdi- 
tional school work and will take up ‘the 
fight for the early completion of the Loys’ 
High school building. ‘ane school vcommit- 
tee will attempt to establish the fact taat 
the completion of that school saves the 
city many thousands of dollars before the 
year is out and that it should be completed 
and turned over to the city as soon as the 
work can be done. 

Mr. Broyles, chairman of the committ.¢, 
is a graduate of the boys’ High school and 
knows as much as any one ir the city the 
great amount of good that that school has 
done and the number or useful men it has 
turned out. He is naturally for the scho)l 
and will do anything he can to secure the 
appropriation for the completion o1 the 
building. 

Nearly every member of the 
cvuneil is-now anxious to make every 
cession that can be made for tne benefit of 
the school system of Atlania.

The Petition in the Yenable Hearing To 
Be Called Tomorrow. 


1° WILL BE A HARD FOUGHT CASE 


Mr. Brotherton Is Pushing the Matter, 
and Will Do Alltin His Power To 
Get the Commissioner Out. 


The climax of a series of sensations will 
be reached tomorrow when, before Judge
